QUEENSTOWN, Maryland - 
Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu and Palestinian 
Authority Chairman Yasser 
Arafat were still meeting with US 
President Bill Clinton late last 
night, intensively negotiating the 
Anal issues holding up an agree¬ 
ment 

The two remaining stumbling 
blocks are Israel's demand for the 
Palestinian National Council fa 
convene and amend the 
Palestinian Covenant and the 
Palestinians' demand for more 
precise delineation of the third 
redeployment 

Security matters, said State 
Department spokesman James 
Rubin, are no longer at the fore¬ 
front of the talks. 

It seemed likely that an agree¬ 
ment would be reached today, to 
be followed immediately by a 
signing ceremony either at Wye 
Plantation or the White House. 

The US initiative of some 20 
pages, now in the hands of both 
sides, served as the basis of the 
talks. For the first time, Rubin 
confirmed that CIA chief Geotge 
Tenet was playing a part in the 
negotiations. 


“Yes, George is here. He and 
his people are here to work as 
professionals, to use their profes¬ 
sional expertise to facilitate 
efforts to combat terrorism and to 
promote cooperation necessary," 
said Rubin. 

Yesterday's talks focused not 
on security or the redeployment; 
but rather on other aspects of the 
accord, with legal experts 
involved throughout, Rubin said. 

It was still unclear last night

whether Netanyahu would return 
to Israel before or after Shabbat, 
and if he stayed in the US, 
whether he would leave 
Washington for New York. 

Clinton arrived at Wye 
Plantation yesterday morning for 
separate meetings with 
Netanyahu and Arafat. The meet¬ 
ings followed talks between US 
Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright and the principals on 


each side. 

All die meetings focused on 
what had gone on overnight, after 
Netanyahu withdrew his threat to 
leave. 

The separate meetings among 
Clinton, Arafat, and Netanyahu 
were followed by a trilateral 
meeting - the first since Monday. 
Clinton spokesman Joe Lockhart 
described the atmosphere as “cor¬ 
dial and businesslike.” 

Three advisers from each side 
also joined in this meeting: 
Mahmoud Abbas, Ahmed Qurei, 
and Yasser Abed Rabbo repre¬ 
sented die Palestinian side, while 
Netanyahu's inner cabinet - 
Foreign Minister Ariel Sharon, 
Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai, and Industry and 
Trade Minister Natan Sharansky 
on the Israeli side. 

US participants were Albright, 
special envoy Dennis Ross, and 
National Security Adviser Sandy 
Berger. 

“We believe that the difficult 
issues are now on the table and 
the time is now for the parties to 
make the tough decisions. The 
president wants the parties to 
make important decisions today,'' 
said Lockhart

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Ramot man held for Arab stabbings

A 32-year-old Jewish man from 
the Jerusalem neighborhood of 
Ramot is under arrest on suspicion 
of having stabbed six Arab men, 
one fatally, in the haredi neighbor¬ 
hoods of Mea She'arim and Beit 
Yisrael, police revealed yesterday. 

The stabbings occurred over a 
three-month period earlier this year 
and had stymied police for months. 

The suspect, identified by radio 
reports as Yonatan Dadovich, is 
said to be connected to extreme 
right-wing groups. He was arrested 
Sunday in an apartment where he 
lives with his wife and son. 


Police said Dadovich came here 
with his family from the US when 
he was nine. 

Police had obtained a court order 
forbidding the publication of 
details of the case. The ban was lift¬ 
ed yesterday. 

Police stress that, despite his 
arrest, there is “no definitive proof 
linking Dadovich to the crimes. A 
number of objects from his apart¬ 
ment were seized and are now 
being checked by the police lab. 

The suspect denies any connec¬ 
tion to the stabbings and the mur¬ 
der, and is maintaining his right to 
remain silent 

Khairi Alkazn, 31, from the city’s 
A-Tur neigh boibood, became the 


single fatality in the six knifings 
when he was attacked on May 13. 
He was the father .of nine. The other 
stabbings occurred on February 17, 
March 10. March 12, April 29, and 
May 7. 

In five of the stabbings, the' 
aTTticker left his knife at the scene. 

Police at first suspected criminal 
motives, without a nationalist impe¬ 
tus. But later, they found materials 
at the scene of attacks that indicated 
the assailant was targeting Arabs, 
Jerusalem police spokesman 
Shmuel Ben-Ruby said. 

He said police believe the stab¬ 
bings were intended as aos of 
revenge, after Jews were lulled by 
Arabs in Jerusalem. 
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Shekel drops to 4367 against dollar 
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The shekel dropped another 0.28 
percent against the dollar yester¬ 
day, causing speculation that the 
Bank of Israel will announce a 
sharp increase in its key lending 
rate on Monday. 

The representative rate for the 
dollar was fixed at NIS 4367 per 
dollar, a new all-time high. The US 
currency has risen some 23% tills 
year, with the shekel depreciating 
for the fourth consecutive day. 

Dealers said the market contin¬ 
ues to be volatile and uncertainty 
is high. Chaim Froraowitz, head of 
the foreign currency trading room 
at Bank Leumi, said the dollar was 
traded yesterday at a range of NIS 
4.3 to NIS 4.4, reflecting 
investors' nervousness. He added 
that the most active players in the 
market yesterday were importers 
who want to protect themselves 
against a further decline of the 

shekel. .. . . 

Economists said that the maul 
impetus behind the recent depreci¬ 
ation of the shekel has been com- 
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panics which rush to repay foreign 
currency-linked loans, as they fear 
the shekel would further decline. 
Other active olavers are snecu la- 
tors, portfolio mangers, and for¬ 
eign banks. 

The dollar’s rapid rise also 
fueled speculation that the Bank of 
Israel will raise its key lending 
rate when it announces the mone¬ 
tary plan for November next 
Monday. 

“The central bank must raise 
interest rates," said Victor Shohet, 
chief economist at Ofek Securities 
and Investments. “I believe that 
the best tiling to cool the market 
down is to raise the rates by 2 per- 
cenL Eveijjgdy expects an inter¬ 
est hike arioPiaise of one percent 
may not be enough." 

Shohet said that, although he 
believes there is no economic jus¬ 
tification for such a sharp decline 
of the shekel, the local currency 
may continue to foil in the near 
term. 

“There is a process of overshoot¬ 
ing in the market, as the funda¬ 
mentals don't support such a sharp 
decline," Shohet said. “The prob¬ 
lem is that the psychological fac¬ 
tor is playing a dominant role. 
Some companies are trying to cut 


the losses and buy dollars to repay 
loans."

Hospital volunteer arrested for near death 

A mentally disturbed woman who volunteers at Sheba Hospital 
at Tel Hashomer was arrested yesterday, after she was caught in 
the process of disconnecting a patient from a respirator. 

The Tel Aviv Magistrate's Court ordered her to undergo a psy¬ 
chiatric evaluation. At the court hearing, much of what the sus¬ 
pect said was unintelligible, but she seemed to indicate that she 
had developed a relationship with the patient, and believed the 
sick woman was asking her to disconnect the device. him 

Flatom Clinton sets back war on tenor 

The father of a New Jersey woman killed in a bombing in the 
Gaza Strip says the war on terrorism suffered a setback when 
President Bill Clinton nullified legislation intended to help his 
family collect damages against Iran. Clinton's waiver of the leg¬ 
islation “shocks me to say the least” Stephen Flatow said in a 
statement yesterday. 

Clinton on Wednesday waived a provision in the budget law 
that would allow US victims of terrorism to make claims against 
the guilty country's embassies and other property. The provision 
was added by Sen. Frank Lautenberg to help the Flatows, whose 
daughter Alisa, 20. was killed m a 1995 terror attack, but was 
written in a way that allowed the president to waive it in the 
interests of national security. AP 

Boy loses fingers playing with matches 

A 13-year-old boy from Herzliya lost four fingers yesterday 
after he played with matches and they exploded, police said. 

The boy had inserted matches and nails into a brass pipe, 
which for an unknown reason, exploded. He was taken by 
ambulance to Sheba Hospital at Tel Hashomer. trim 

Interior Ministry sanctions to continue 

Interior Ministry workers continued their sanctions yesterday, 
refusing to process identity cards, passports, and death certifi¬ 
cates or answer moil and telephone calls. 

Staffers are also refusing to handle arrangements for the 
upcoming municipal elections. The workers are protesting the 
non-implementation of a 1997 wage agreement providing for the 
addition of 300 staffers and for compensation for overtime 
work. The sanctions are to continue on Sunday, when the union 
is ro meet with Knesset Interior Committee chairman Micha 
Goldman in hope of finalizing a settlement ltim 

Budget bills to be submitted ter first reading 

Knesset Speaker Dan Tichon and Finance Minister Yaakov 
Neeman agreed yesterday on the schedule for debating the 1999 
state budget bill, to be submined to the plenum Tuesday along 
with the annual economic arrangements bill. The vote is to take 
place on Wednesday.

Settlers 
clash with 
police

Security forces arrested 10 set- 
tiers yesterday in dashes that came 
during protests against a possible 
agreement with the Palestinians at 
the Wye Plantation negotiations. 

Meanwhile, Aharon Domb, 
director of the Council of Jewish 
Settlements in Judea and Samaria, 
warned against a “death sentence” 
agreement with the Palestinians. 

“If the prime minister brings an 
agreement that essentially is a 
death sentence for Judea and 
Samaria residents we will act 
according to die reality thrust 
upon us. " said Domb. 

Early yesterday morning, hun¬ 
dreds of settlers blocked some 15 
intersections throughout Judea 
and Samaria. Among the 10 peo¬ 
ple arrested, three remained in 
police custody last night. 

Judea and Samaria police 
spokesman Opher Sivan said on 
the whole the settlers acted in an 
orderly fashion, but clashes broke 
out near Yitzhar and Shilo. 

Police,, he .said, will charge ihe 
seven who were released with cre¬ 
ating a disturbance and preventing 
police from carrying out their duty. 
The three in custody, he said, will 
be charged with assaulting police. 

Domb, on his return from fire US, 
warned if an agreement is reached 
which endangers the settlers, they 
will topple the government 


talks eo to the wire 
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at Wye Plantation or the White 
House, in the presence of King 
Hussein and other dignitaries. 

There was also talk of a broader 
agreement, which was expected to 
be signed at a more official ceremo¬ 
ny sometime in the coming weeks. 

As negotiations came down to 
the finish line, the most contentious 
matter remained the changing of 
die Palestinian charter. 

It seemed a compromise was to be 
agreed upon whereby Israel would 
be willing to sign a deal now, with 
the understanding that the Palestine 
National Council would convene 
within two weeks of the first part of 
the second redeployment and abro¬ 
gate the parts of the charter refuting 
Israel's right toexisL 

Here is how some of the other 
contentious matters were shaping 
up to be resolved in the final hours: 

•Security: The memorandum of 
understanding has been agreed 
upon. This, a detailed working 
plan for Israel i-Palestinian cooper¬ 
ation on combating terror, was a 
major point of contention.

Wednesday night, after the 
Israeli walkout threat. Defense 
Minister Yitzhak Mordechai sat 
down with Palestinian security 
chief Mohammed Dahlan and CIA 
chief George Tenet and came to a 
conclusion on this matter, with the 
Israelis - in large part - accepting 
the Palestinian plan. 

“We stayed only because this 
was concluded," said a senior 
Israeli negotiator. 

• Arms Confiscation: Arafat says 
illegal arms will be collected but 
will remain in Palestinian store¬ 
houses. Netanyahu still wants 
them handed over to Israel but was 
willing to compromise. 

• Extradition of Palestinian ter¬ 
ror suspects: Israel has given the 
Palestinians a list of 36 terror sus¬ 
pects it wants extradited to Israel. 
Among them are 13 men serving 


currently in the Palestinian Police 
force, one of whom is the chief or 
"police, Gen. Ghazi Jabali. 

There is no chance the Palestinians 
will agree to extradition, but have 
offered instead to arrest the suspects 
and have the CIA oversee their 
imprisonment. Israel seems ready to 
accept this compromise. 

• Release of Palestinian prisoners 
from Israeli jails: The Wesffiriams 
have given a list of some 3,000 pris¬ 
oners they want released, lauel IS 
willing to free some 300 of them - 
none of whom “have blood on their 
hands," and the Palestinians seem 
ready to accept this. 

• Second redeployment The 13 
percent Israeli redeployment is set¬ 
tled. At the end of the withdrawal, 
the Palestinians will have fall con¬ 
trol of 18.2<fc of the land (Area A), 
and partial control of 21.8% of the 
land (Area B). Area B will include 
the planned nature reserve in the 
Judean Desert 

Israel will remain in full control 
of 60% of the land (Area C).

QUEENSTOWN, Maryland - 
The packed bags is an old trick. 
“I’m leaving you." she says, slam¬ 
ming doors and dragging her 
valise.

Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu, timing his 
statements to coincide with the 
deadlines of the Israeli papers, 
announced the US proposal was 
terrible, the plane was ready, and 
his wife was packing. The Israeli 
press corps was rushed back to its 
Washington hotel and told to start 
filling out the mini bar forms and 
checking out. 

Psychology 101. as practiced by 
former prime minister Menachem • 
Begin at Camp David, and 
Palestinian Authority Chairman 
Yasser Arafat at both the Oslo talks 
and in Cairo. It works, because 
with such high stakes, you can't 
afford to dismiss the possibility that 
you are not the control group. 

Everyone, predictably, went into 
high gear. The nervous US presi¬ 
dent sal in the Oval Office getting 
updates on Netanyahu and channel- 
zapping between the congressional 
debate on his impeachment hear¬ 
ings and the election campaign. US

Albright raced to Wye Plantation to 
sit down with the irate prime minis¬ 
ter, who, tuning his birthday- 
glass of Golan wine, was probably 
hoping that his 50th birthday next 
year is a more serene affair.

Likud ministers 
threaten to veto deal

IDF looks into moving illegal grave

The IDF is investigating whether it can 
move an illegally dug grave near the settle* 
ment of Kfar Tapuah to another area, after 
Tapuah residents, who claim the plot in 
which he was buried belongs to them, clashed 
with police and soldiers early Wednesday 
morning. 

Their actions were condemned by members 
of the settlement as well as the Council of 
Jewish Communities in Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza who declared it was the work of a small 


group. 

Judea and Samaria Police spokesman 
Opher Sivan said police and IDF forces were 
called to the site Tuesday night after a dispute 
erupted between rhe sealers and area 
Palestinians, as both sides claimed owner¬ 


ship of the land, which is several kilometers 
from the settlement in Samaria. 

Security forces were stationed at the site to 
keep the peace, he said. 

Close to 2:30 a.m., a group of some 60 set¬ 
tlers attacked the officers and soldiers as oth¬ 
ers hastily buried Ze’ev Adelman, a Canadian 
Jew who, in his will, had asked to be buried 
at the settle ment. The settlement has- no 
cemetery. 

Adelman is said to haive been a Kach sym¬ 
pathizer, and had asked'to be buried at the' 
community, which is home to many support¬ 
ers of the-outlawed movement 

Sivan said seven settlers were arrested by 
police. On Wednesday afternoon, a--Petal) 
Tikva Magistrate's Court judge ordered them 
to stay away from the settlement for five flays 
and placed them under house arrest in the 


North. 

- Meanwhile police asked the civil adminis¬ 
tration to determine the status of the disputed 
plot. Civil administration spokesman Lt 
Peter Lemer said the land in question was 
several kilometers from Tapuah and is not 
included in the town's master plan. 

"The land is state-owned land and does not 
belong to either side,” he declared. 

Meanwhile he said IDF and rabbinate offi¬ 
cials are looking into moving the grave. 

Yehudit Tayar, spokeswoman for the 
Council of Jewish Communities, said fami- 
. lies affiliated with the Kach movement live in 
Tapuah but stressed they are a minority there. 

Tayar called the burial abhorrent and added 
‘it is unfortunate that the activities of a 
minority group besmirch the enure commu¬ 
nity." 


Three Likud ministers yesterday 
warned Prime Minister Bmyamin 
Netanyahu that he would have a 
hard time pushing any deal he may 
bring back with him through the 
cabinet, if that deal fails to meet the 
reciprocity test. 

The government constitutes (he 
fust hurdle for any agreement, as 
cabinet ratification is mandatory. 

Communications Minister 
Limor Livnat. Justice Minister 
Tzahi Hanegbi and Science 
Minister Silvan Shalom conferred 
at Likud headquarters in Metzudat 
Ze’ev yesterday. They agreed to 
set up their own caucus in order to 
stymie any agreement “if it turns 
out to be one-sided, with Israel yet 
again continuing to pay for die 
same merchandise for which it had 
already paid through the nose pre¬ 
viously, and if again it fails to get 
the goods it already paid for. A 
one-sided deal is one in which we 
give and the PA takes, but offers 
nothing at all in return," Shalom 
argued. 

The three have cooperated in (he 
past on a number of political issues, 
including their rebellions against 
the prime minister in party matters. 

“We have worked together in the 
past for our own interests,” 
Hanegbi admitted. “This time we 
are banding together on what we 
regard as an existential issue 
whose ramifications are the most 
crucial possible for the national 
interest” 

Sources dose to the prime minis¬ 
ter had counted Shalom among the 
undecided ministers, whom he 


could sway to his side in the event 
of a powerful struggle over a deal 
inside the cabinet 

The fact that Shalom had linked 
up with Livnat and Hanegbi. 
“should ring alarm bells for the 
prime minister” assessed Health 
Minister Yehoshua Matza, who 
himself is likely to toe the 
Netanyahu line. 

Shalom was quick to stress that 
the new caucus “by no means 
implies lack of confidence in 
Netanyahu. Quite the contrary, we 
aim to bolster his resolve and help 
him stand lough. We wish he would 
not give in to die extreme pressure 
he is under. We will forcefully sup¬ 
port him if he remains resolute and 
firm" 

The three said they were trying to 
contact Netanyahu in Maryland to 
make it clear to him that no deal 
resembling anything reported in die 
media recently would stand any 
chance of squeezing through the 
cabinet. The three are most 
incensed at persistent reports that 
the Israeli delegation had effective¬ 
ly given up on its demand for the 
extradition of murderers. 

The three ministers say they 
know they are not the only ones in 
the cabinet who will vote against 
the agreement and that they “did 
not seek to exclude others from 
their association. We just worked 
closely in the past so we decided to 
sent die prime minister a single 
message,” Shalom maintained. 

In a separate development, a 
dozen Likud MKs sent Netanyahu 
a request that he submit whatever 
agreement he produces to the party 
central committee before he brings 


it to the Knesset plenum. 

Among the signatories are 
Maiza, who is considered particu¬ 
larly close to Netanyahu, and MX 
Uzi Landau, the chairman of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defense Comminee, who already 
has gone on record as opposing an 
agreement 

Another sec of anti-deal ministers 
held their own consultations last 
night The two National Religious 
Party ministers-Yitzhak Levy and 
Shau] Yahalom - as well as Rafael 
Brian of Tsoroel and Yuli Edelstein 
of Yisrael Ba'aliya decided to coor¬ 
dinate their moves in face of the 
mounting likelihood that an agree¬ 
ment of sons may be signed soon. 

“There is no way this agreement 
cannot be a disaster," Eitan mid 
. The Jerusalem Post. “The 13% 
withdrawal is wrong on its own 
and when you add this to the feet 
.that our delegation had apparently 
caved in and failed to get anything 
at all from the other side, one won¬ 
ders why they went out there at ail. 
It was possible to capitulate with 
less humiliation at home. This is 
not how an independent state 
negotiates. This is how a vassal 
state handles its affairs 

The four ministers were particu¬ 
larly incensed by the feet that their 
repeated attempts to contact 
Netanyahu failed throughout yes¬ 
terday.

MK Alex Lubotzky, of the 
Third Way. and his colleagues in 
the Yeroham Group, are looking 
for a candidate to lead the new 
center party they are forming and 
to run for prime minister in the

“We want to build a center party 
which will be much bigger [than 
the Third Way] and be able to deal 
wjih the new problems in Israeli 
society," Lubotzky said yesterday. 

“The question is, who can lead 
us and contend for prime minis¬ 
ter? That’s what we must check 
out” 


Members of the Yeroham 
Group, formed by Lubotzky and 
reserve major-general Matan 
Vilna'i in August to focus on 
social issues, met in Sde Boker 
yesterday to discuss their plat¬ 
form. MK Yehuda Hare] of the 
Third Way is also a member. 

However, Third Way chairman. 
Internal Security Minister 
Avigdor Kahalani objects to 
Lubotzky and Harel's plans to 
join or form a larger center party. 

Vilna'i said yesterday he still 
has not decided yet whether to 
enter political life. 

Lubotzky, Hare I and Vilna’i are 
trying to persuade Likud MK Dan 
Meridor to join them and lead the 
new center party. 

Meridor, who hasn't decided yet 
whether to run for prime minister, 
is also being wooed by Tel Aviv 
Mayor Ronni Milo, who is con¬ 
tending for prime minister and is 
in the process of forming a center 
party he has already registered as 
Arid. 

Lubotzky said Meridor is not a 
member of the new organization, 
but is close to it in spirit. Milo, on 
the other hand, is unacceptable to 
him because of his attacks on die 
hare dim, he said. 

Sources from both .Labor and 
Likud dismiss the possibility of 
another center party, in addition to 
Milo’s, and expressed doubt about 
Lubotzky and Harel’s ability to 
form any such movement. 

“Harei and Lubotzky want to 
quit The Third Way but don’t dare 
at this stage, so they're pretending 
to form a" new center party. Why 
should anyone join them when 
they can join Meridor or Milo?" a 
source familiar with develop¬ 
ments said. 


: -Leaders - of-the militant group 
Islamic Jihad have been summoned 
to Palestinian security headquarters 
and warned not to cany out attacks 
in Israel, a Palestinian security offi¬ 
cial said yesterday. 

The warning was delivered 
Wednesday when 20 leading mem¬ 
bers of Islamic Jihad reported to 
the Palestinian Preventive Security 
Service office in Bethlehem, the 
official said. 

In Nablus and Hebron, Islamic 
Jihad and Hamas activists were 
also reportedly called in to securi¬ 
ty offices, and were said to have 
signed commitments to refrain 
from lenrorism. 

The official said there was con¬ 
cern that Islamic Jihad might try to 


engage in violence to mark the 
recent anniversary of the assassi¬ 
nation of their leader, Fathi 
Shikaki. 

Shikaki was gunned down 
October 16,1995 outside a hotel in 
Malta, and the assassination was 
widely attributed to Israel. 

Islamic Jihad is planning to hold 
a number of rallies in Shikaki’s 


memory. 

The Palestinian security official 
said fee summoning of the Islamic 
Jihad leaders was routine proce¬ 
dure and not an attempt to step up 
anti-terrorism efforts during the 
Mideast summit at Wye Plantation. 

Palestinian legislators and 
human rights activists called yes¬ 
terday on die PA to free or retry 
two men sentenced to seven years 
for the killing of two Israelis, say¬ 
ing the conviction was based on 
felse testimony. 


A Palestinian who threw two hand grenades at 
a crowd at Beeisheba’s central bus station on 
Monday was on a suicide mission and was not 
an Israeli agent, a top Palestinian security offi¬ 
cial said yesterday. 

Col. Jibril Rajoub, head of the Palestinian 
Preventive Security Service in die West Bank, 
told the Vbice of Palestine Radio that Salem 
Sarsour had been under immense pressure from 
die General Security Service (GSS) to work as 
informer for them. He carried out his attack in 
Beersheba, and earlier attacks in Hebron, to 
clear his name, Rajoub said. 

Rajoub’s remarks came one day after an 
unnamed Palestinian official said Sarsour was a 
GSS agent. 

Sarsour was wrestled to the ground and 


arrested minutes after throwing two hand 
grenades at commuters in an attack that 
wounded 66 people. 

Israeli officials said Sarsour had confessed 
under interrogation also to killing Rabbi Shlomo 
Ra'anan in Hebron in August and to throwing 
hand grenades at soldiers and border policemen 
in Hebron last month, wounding 12. 

Rajoub told the radio he based his information 
on a videotape Sarsour recorded before leaving 
for Beersheba on Monday, and on information 
supplied by an unnamed accomplice who is 
believed to be in Palestinian custody. 

Rajoub said Sarsour, 29, married with five 
children, is a member of Hamas and had no vio¬ 
lent background. 

According to Sarsour, GSS agents approached 
him several times and pressured him to inform 
on Hamas activists. Because of this pressure, 
said Rajoub, Sarsour killed Ra’anan and threw 


die two grenades in Hebron. 

Rajoub said Sarsour intended killing more 
Israelis, in the hope he would be killed and this 
would remove the pressure put on him by the 
Shin Bet. Sarsour's self-respect and honor did 
not allow him to work as informer for Israel 
and be preferred to die instead, Rajoub said. 

In an interview with PA radio, Rajoub also 
said that Israel provoked several attacks on its 
own people by trying to recruit Sarsour. He 
said Sarsour was given a mobile phone by the 
GSS and encouraged to inform on Hamas 
members. 

Rajoub sard Sarsour was not a member of 
Hamas’s military wing, but the GSS attempt to 
recruit him resulted in orders from the move¬ 
ment dial he carry out attacks against Israel. 

Hamas spokesmen rejected Rajoub's claim 
and asserted that Sarsour is loyal to the Islamic 
movement

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Student strike continues despite 


By ABYEHPEAH COHEN 

The strike by students at the 
Technion and several other institu¬ 
tions of higher education contin¬ 
ued yesterday, albeit almost with¬ 
out any clashes with police, 
despite a meeting with Education 
Minister Yitzhak Levy. Student 
leaders told the minister they will 
not begin negotiations until their 
demands for an immediate 50 per¬ 
cent reduction in tuition are met. 

Meanwhile, senior academic 
stalf launched a separate strike yes¬ 
terday in demand of a new wage 
agreement, Channel 1 reported. 

“This struggle will continue so 
long as the finance minister does not 
give an immediate order to reduce 
tuition by 50% for all the students in 
Israel,” Gil Bamoi, a member of the 
delegation of students who met with 
Levy yesterday in his office, said 
after die meeting, also attended by 
Knesset Education Committee 
Chairman Emanuel Zissmann. 

Bamoi said that the students had 
agreed to present a document of 
principles outlining the precondi¬ 
tions for entering negotiations. 

“Only if all the preconditions are 
accepted will the struggle be tem¬ 
porarily halted,” he said. Levy, he 
said, “expressed full support for 
the students' struggle and 
promised to call for an urgent 
meeting of the cabinet on the mat-

ter, aimed at establishing a special 
committee to solve the students' 
problems and that of higher educa¬ 
tion in Israel.” 

Emerging from the meeting, 
Levy said he had asked the students 
to restrain their protest activities to 


promote a better atmosphere. 

“I told them that I would bring 
up tiie matter at the next cabinet 
meeting and update the prime 
minister as soon as he returns from 
the US. 1 made several sugges¬ 
tions, but I don’t know if they’ve 


been accepted. Among them were 
proposals in terms of financial aid 
and others regarding the overall 
issue of tuition.” 

Asked whether the students 
weren't guilty of breaking the 
existing agreement reached by the 


Maltz Committee which set stu¬ 
dent tuition through die year2001, 
Levy said: “I think it’s better to 
reconsider an agreement signed 
five years ago if things have 
changed economically and acade¬ 
mically.... We can talk about possi¬ 
bly establishing a new committee 
to review the matter.” 

The Finance Ministry, which 

insists the students honor the agree¬ 
ment they signed as part of *e 
Maltz Committee’s deliberations, 
refused to send a representative to a 
meeting of such a committee Levy 
tried to bold in September. 

Levy said only some of the pro¬ 
posals he made to the students were 
coordinated with the Treasury. 

Tel Aviv University students 
association chief Erez Eshel, who 
attended the meeting before head¬ 
ing back home where he is under 
house arrest for his_ role in 
Wednesday's demonstrations, said 
that the protests would continue 
on Sunday. 

“There’s going to be a revolution 
in the whole concept of higher 
education in Israel, the reform is 
on the way, the concept that we 
come to study, not just to get a 
degree,” he vowed. “We’ve gone 
this far and it means that we want 
to study in the country, and on 
Sunday you'll see the students 
sleeping at the entrance to the 
campus under the slogan: ‘We 


can’t study like this anymore/ 
There’s no room for JW™* 
committees.

The two sides will meet again 
tomorrow night or Sunday morn¬ 
ing in an effort to prevent the 
strike from spreading to other 
institutions of higher education 
scheduled to open on Sunday. 

Hie atmosphere was quiet on 
most campuses as students took the 
opportunity to gear up for Sunday s 
protests by erecting tents or rent 
cities at most of the nation s institu¬ 
tions of higher education. 

Other students handed out suckers 
and informational material at inter¬ 
sections throughout the country. 

Students protested one incident 
in which a group of Beit Bed stu¬ 
dents were allegedly threatened by 
undercover police as they tried to 
hand out leaflets at an intersection.

Students at the Tec tenon yester¬ 
day erected a brick wall to block the 
entrance to the university - causing 
traffic jams in the nearby center of 
Haifa’s Naveh Sha’anan district

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Italian 
deer settled 
in Carmel

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Four roe deer “made aliya” from 
Italy this week under a program by 
the Nature Protection and National 
Parks Authority to bring back 
native species which have become 
extinct here. 

The roe deer are identical to a 
species which lived in the Carmel 
area until the beginning of the cen- 
tary. 

According to Avraham Lurie, 
who runs the Carmel Hair Bar, 
deer, a protected species, are not 
showing particular absorption 
problems despite the difficult 
flight and immediately showed 
interest in the flora of die Carmel, 
which smells similar to the vegeta¬ 
tion in their homeland. 

Seven roe deer now live in the 
Carmel area, having been import¬ 
ed form France and Hungary sev¬ 
eral years ago.

‘Arab citizens’ dual loyalty is natural’ 


The call by Likud MK Naomi 
Blumenthal to rescind the Israeli 
citizenship of Palestinian 
Authority Chairman Yasser 
Arafat's adviser Ahmed Tibi, 
because of his participation in the 
Palestinian delegation to the Wye 
Plantation peace talks, has high¬ 
lighted the issue of the dual identi¬ 
ty of Israeli Arabs. 

In the past, some right-wing 
politicians would accuse Arab-ori¬ 
ented political parties of taking 
orders from the PLO and its leader 
Arafat. Others have pointed to the 
recent riots in the Umra el-Fahm 
area as a sign that some Israeli 
Arabs stiU dc not view themselves 
as loyal citizens of the state. 

Mohammed Baraky, secretary- 
general of Hadash (Democratic 
From for Peace and Equality), 
rejects both arguments, as well as 
the call to revoke Tibi’s citizenship. 

“The Arab population in Israel is 
part of the Palestinian people and 
that is a fact,” said Baraky. “The 
problem, if at all, is whether we are 
in fret citizens of the state - and 
that question should be addressed 
to die present government and all 
previous ones. 

“It is perfectly natural, therefore, 
that we should be involved and 
have an interest in our (Palestinian] 
people achieving the right of self- 
determination and establishing 
their own state, like other peoples 
throughout the world,” be contin¬ 
ued, “There is no contradiction 
between this, however, and our 
identity as citizens of the state, 
especially since it can be assumed 
that peace is a iso in Israel’s inter¬ 
est 

“On die issue of loyalty - a citi¬ 
zen, in my opinion, does not have 
to prove- bis loyalty to the state, 
although if he breaks die law he is 
brought to (rial. On the other hand, 
the state has a duty to show its loy-

Baraky, noting 

that Hadash is a Jewish-Arab party, 
described as “ridiculous" allega¬ 
tions that Arab-orientated parties or 
movements take their orders from 
the PLO or elsewhere. 

“It’s known that we don't and 
have no wish to take instructions 
from anyone, otherwise we would 
not have established parties here - 
we would amply have joined Fatah 
in Gaza or the Ba’atfa Party in 
Damascus, or the royal family jn 
Amman,” he said. 

“Such accusations have been 
made amply to try and paint us as 
traitors or some kind of fifth col¬ 
umn. It is so ridiculous, especially 
when we even criticize some of 
these regimes.” 

Baraky ridiculed Blumenthal's 
call to rescind Tibi’s citizenship, 
calling it a publicity stum. “I sin¬ 
cerely hope that the public and 
those involved in politics, and espe¬ 
cially the Likud, do not see the 
peace process as an act of war 
against Israel. 

“It is an attempt to reach a recon¬ 
ciliation between two peoples and 
all efforts towards attaining this 
end are to be praised and blessed, 
as well as those involved in these 
efforts,” be said. 

Dr. Elie Rekhess, head of Tel 
Aviv University's Program cm Arab 
Politics in Israel, maintained that 
file “Tibi phenomenon" is unique 
and does not represent a pattern. 

“In many respects its is coinci¬ 
dental that this partnership between 
Tibi and Yasser Arafat has devel¬ 
oped, because of their personalities 
and the circumstances,” said 
Rekhess. 

He noted that in the more distant 
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'< past there had been 
cases of prominent 
Israeli Arabs who

- Palestinian nation¬ 
alists who crossed 
the lines, left Israel and joined the 
ranks of the PLO. These included 
renowned Arab poet Mahmud 
Darweesh and Sabri Jiryis, who 
both left Israel in the early 1970s. 

Arab-oriented parties no longer 
highlight the Palestinian issue as 
they did in the past, especially not 
since the Oslo Accords, said 
Rekhess. 

The focus recently has shifted 
from outside Palestinian interests 
to internal ones. This is because the 
Palestinian issue is being handled 
by the Palestinians themselves," 
said Rekhess. 


“Israeli Arabs feel they have done 
their bit in campaigning For recog¬ 
nition of the Palestinians and now 
they can turn their attention to their 
domestic needs within the Israeli 
context The dual identity of Israeli 
Arabs, however, still exists, with 
the two components coexisting. 
These are not necessarily mutually 
exclusive, in the sense that one 
overshadows or cancels out the 
other. 

“In fact” Rekhess added, “since 
Israel’s recognition of the PLO, I 
believe it has become easier for 
Israeli Arabs to retain their 
Palestinian and Israeli identities - 
primarily because Israel has legit¬ 
imized the existence of the 
Palestinian people." 


‘Diaspora support, yes; 
policy involvement, no’ 


American Jews sharing dual-loyalty between Israel and the US are 
not doing anything wrong, unless their support of Israel harms the 
US, according Rabbi David Rosen, director of the Israel office of the 
Anti-Defamation League. 

Asked to draw a parallel with Ahmed Tibi, an Israeli citizen advis¬ 
ing Palestinian Authority Chairman Yasser Arafat Rosen said: 

“If your support as an Israeli citizen for a foreign entity in any way 
or manner is deemed by the government of Israel harmful, than it is 
an act of disloyalty ” said Rosen. “I suspect that what Ahmed Tibi 
would say is that his actions are not harmful to the State of Israel. 
Whether you believe him or not is another matter 

Except for cases such as Jonathan Pollard, the US government is 
not threatened by American Zionists, Rosen said, adding that the 
ADL encourages all Diaspora support of Israel, tart is against 
involvement in policy decisions. 

“If you are paying taxes, your children serve in the army, you vote 
in Israel and face die daily repercussions of policy decisions, than 
you can be involved.” said Rosen. “Attempts by die Right or Left 
[among Diaspora Jews] to determine political outcomes are unjusti¬ 
fied and morally dubious.”

Hospitals to decide 
on reducing services

Directors of the government 
and voluntary hospitals will meet 
tomorrow night to decide whether 
to put into effect an open-ended 
emergency schedule early next 
week. 

An emergency schedule would 
mean that outpatient clinics close 
and other activities are reduced to 


a minimum. 

The hospital directors are 
reportedly “distraught" over toe 
financial straits faced by their 
institutions: toe health fends owe 
them a total of NIS 700 million. 

Their pessimism deepened 
when toe Knesset Finance 
Committee failed to meet yester¬ 
day to reconsider its decision, 
passed Wednesday, rejecting toe 
Treasury's request to transfer NIS 
'300 million to cover toe health 
fends’ debts to toe hospitals. 

The vote was supposed to be 
merely a bureaucratic exercise, 
but toe MKs rebelled. They 
argued that a comprehensive 


solution to the national health 
insurance system's chronic 
deficits must be found - instead 
of temporary allocations every 
few weeks to help toe hospitals 
buy vital drugs and equipment 

The hospital directors had been 
promised an immediate NIS 100 
million by Health Minister 
Yehoshua Matza and Finance 
Minister Yaakov Neeman earlier 
this week. 

Moshe Leon, director-general 
of the Prime Minister’s Office, 
asked toe hospital heads for a 24- 
hour delay, but be was unable to 
expedite toe transfer or gain a 
reconsideration of toe committee 
vote. 

Matza had long meetings with 
Neeman nearly every night this 
week, but was unable to prevail. 
The Treasury spokesman said: 
“We’ve done what we were oblig¬ 
ed to do - to enable toe transfer of 
the money to prevent the crisis in 
the health service. Now it's the 
Finance Committee’s problem 
and not ours."

Books do furnish a life, but it’s 
not funny when the furnishings 
start collapsing around one’s ears 
in later life, 

There are many of us who 
gained our awe of the universe 
from Albert Einstein, raised our 
children on Dr. Benjamin Speck, 
were inspired by John F. 
Kennedy. Reading Lawrence 
Durrell on “the spirit of place" 
made me settle on his same 
Mediterranean littoral. I learned 
to think from Arthur Koestler. 
abandoning school work for 
weeks to become immersed in 
The Sleepwalkers. 

So Spock was a rotten father, 
Einstein no genius with women, 
Kennedy a sex mani¬ 
ac. Durrell after his 
death was accused of 
incest with his 
daughter Sappho, 
who hanged herself 
at 30. There are no 
heroes any more, 
maybe there never 
were, and does it 
matter? Books that 
crash through rotten 
shelves still are die 
same books with 
their same transcen¬ 
dence of human 
foibles. 

And yet there is 
some sense of real loss in know¬ 
ing that Spock was a lousy dad, 
or that George Orwell played big 
brother by producing a secret 
McCarthy-like list of his friends 
who were “communists or fellow 
travelers" for a shadowy British 
government agency.

Aiming low 

This week, readers of a British 
newspaper have been shocked to 
learn that Orwell's friend and fel¬ 
low-campaigner against evil, the 
humanist philosopher Koestler, 
may have been a serial rapist and 
woman-beater. (In the 1940s 
Orwell and Koestler were mar¬ 
ried to twin sisters, Celia and 
Mamaine Kirwan.) Is this 
Koestler, the relentless seeker of 
truth in moral judgments? 

In Thieves in the Night, about 
his failed attempt to live in 
Palestine in 1926, Koestler wrote 
that Tel Aviv could be “the 
swellest city with the swellest 
people in the world if only you 
were allowed to punch some¬ 
body's nose once a day." In a 
short story, he wrote of a young 
officer romantically pursuing a 
society lady. Alas, she told him. 
her heart was no longer free, to 
which he replied: “Madam. I 
never aimed as high as that!*’ 
Now it seems that Koestler knew 
more about punching and aiming 
low than his writings revealed. 
Some years ago I was told by a 
former colleague of Koestler that 
he was a “mean and resentful lit¬ 
tle egomaniac" - a view I dis¬ 
missal as being closer to a self- 
portrait of my informant than of 
Koestler. 

Now The Daily Telegraph in 
London has been serializing a 
new biography of Koestler, The 
Homeless Mind, by David 
Cesarani, professor of modem 
Jewish history at Southampton 
University. Cesarani says that 
Koestler beat up and raped, sever¬ 
al women in the 1950s, behavior 
that was “almost a hallmark of 
his conduct." 


Wilson’s Labor government, 
Richard Crossman.

“The evil drat men do lives 
after them, the good is oft 
interred with their bones," said 
Marie Anthony in words supplied 
by Shakespeare. Judging by the 
string of scandals that have been 
emerging in modem biographies, 
it seems many of our 20th centu¬ 
ry icons have managed to inter 
the bad with their bones, while 
the memories of their good has 
flourished. Koestler committed 
suicide with his third wife, 
Cynthia, in March 1983. 

Koestler has never been partic¬ 
ularly admired by Israelis since 
he rather petulantly rejected 
Zionism, because he failed at it. 
He went further by saying that 
the creation of Israel meant 
Diaspora Jews should now assim¬ 
ilate without guilt once they had 
decided not to live here. He also 
controversially claimed, in The 
Thirteenth Tribe, that the bulk of 
European Jewry is not really 
Hebrew, but descended from cen¬ 
tral Asian Khazars who converted 
en-masse to Judaism. 

One of the enduring legends of 
Koestler was of the psychic expe¬ 
rience he had when sentenced to 
death in a Franco jail in Spain in 
1936. The feeling of freedom and 
enlightenment, he said, changed 
his life. Not enough it seems. 

More tellingly, he once 
revealed that bis loveless child¬ 
hood with a succession of gov¬ 
ernesses in Budapest and Vienna 
was dominated by fear, guilt, and 
loneliness. 

“This contributed to a subse¬ 
quent preoccupation with physi¬ 
cal violence, terror, and torture." 
This was not (he sort of preaching 
we had ever suspected Arthur 
Koestler was actually practicing.

No arrests to be made in pipeline blast 


By FRANK AJGB0GUN 


JESSE, Nigeria (AP/- No one 
will be arrested in connection 
with the gasoline pipeline that 
erupted into an inferno, a govern¬ 
ment official said Thursday, but 
Nigeria's state oil corporation has 
reportedly demanded otherwise. 

The explosion and fire tore 
through Jesse on Saturday, while 
hundreds of people were collect¬ 
ing gasoline spilling from the gov¬ 
ernment-owned pipeline. State 
radio has put the death toll at 700. 

But local officials expected the 
death toll to go as high as 1 ,000 
because hundreds of people were 
badly burned and many bave 
refused professional care, fearing 
they will be arrested for gasoline 
theft or vandalizing the pipeline. 

Walter Fejhabo, the military 
government’s regional adminis¬ 
trator, said those fears were 
unfounded. 

“There is absolutely no truth in 
rumors that anybody will be 
arrested in connection with this ” 
Fejhabo told local leaders in 
Jesse, a town of 12,000 residents 
about 300 kilometers southeast of 
Lagos in the desperately poor 
Niger River delta region. 

However, a Nigerian newspaper 
suggested the state oil corpora¬ 
tion would press for charges —

Iran polls provoke more 
shrugs than passion 


TEHERAN (Reuters) - Iranians 
from many walks of life look 
ahead to today's election for an 
obscure body of Shi’ite Moslem 
theologians and ask what differ¬ 
ence it will make to them. 

The polls for the clergy-based 
Assembly of Experts, which 
appoints and can dismiss Iran's 
supreme leader, have been billed 
by conservative clerics as crucial 
to the survival of Iran's Islamic 
system. Voting, they say, is a reli¬ 
gious duty. 

But many ordinary' Iranians, the 
very same people who turned out 
enthusiastically to elect the 
reformist cleric Mohammed 
Khatami president in May 1997, 
say they see little to distinguish 
the candidates and little reason to 
vole. 

Few expect any change in the 
conservatives' control of the 
assembly and. consequently, the 
broad powers ana stance of the 
supreme leader. Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei. Khamenei is widely 
considered to be closer to conserv¬ 
atives and hardliners. 

Besides, many say. the elections 
are heavily weighted in favor of 
the conservati\es, with few 
Khatami allies left in the race for 
the 86-seat assembly after most of 
them were barred from running by 
a conservative-led oversight 
board. 


The conservative establishment, 
backed by state radio and televi¬ 
sion, has bombarded Iran’s voters 
with the need to go to the polls. 

State media carry numerous 
interviews with people saying they 
will vote to show their support for 
Iran’s Islamic system. 

But Hamid, selling sunglasses in 
a kiosk on Teheran’s central 
Islamic Republic Avenue, told a 
reporter "Do you really think any¬ 
one will take part in the elections? 

“Why should we. who are the 
candidates? What are they going 
to do for the people?" 

At the nearby Cafe Naderi, 
stomping grounds for Teheran’s 
secular intellectuals since the 
1940s, opinion was more subtle 
but no more enthusiastic. 

“If no one takes part, the conser¬ 
vatives will lose their credibility,’’ 
said a former newspaper editor, 
cappuccino in one hand and ciga¬ 
rette in the other. “It is important 
that few people turn out” 

An influential group of pro- 
Khaiami leftist clerics are laigely 
sitting out the race after most of 
their allies were disqualified by 
the oversight board. Others quit in 
protest. 

Thau plus die obscure nature of 
the assembly's work and its 
arcane, theological underpinnings, 
has left many of the same voters 
who swept Khatami to an upset 


victory over the conservatives’ 
candidate last year, intent on stay¬ 
ing home. 

The election has been low-key. 
with none of the excitement and 
genuine sense of competition of 
last year's presidential polls. 
There are few campaign praters, 
little organized electioneering and 
few hints as to the identity of- (he 
clerics competing for seats. 

A world away from the urban - 
bustle of Cafe Naderi, in the glitzy 
Golestan shopping mall patrolled 
by “rappies" and “heavy metals" 
flirting furtively over pizza, opiri-. 
ion was united. 

“If Khatami himself were a can¬ 
didate, I would vote," said 18- 
year-old Haleh, her -make-up, 
gaudy jewelry and lax veil, mark¬ 
ing her as a western-oriented “rap- 
pie". 

“I won’t vote because all the 
candidates are from the right fac¬ 
tion," agreed Siamak, sporting a 
black t-shirt, goatee and slicked- 
back hair. “If the moderate candi¬ 
dates had not been rejected. I 
would have taken part in support 
of Khatami." 

While no one expects anything 
like the turnout of 29 million for 
the presidential race, analysts sug¬ 
gest a figure near the 11.5 million 
who took part in the last assembly 
elections eight years ago would 
badly embarrass conservatives.

JOHANNESBURG (Reuiers) - 
President Nelson Mandela and 
Rwandan military strongman 
Maj.-Gen. Paul Kagame yesterday 
ended a first round of talks seeking 
a diplomatic end to the intensify¬ 
ing war in the Democratic 
Republic of the Congo. 

Rwandan officials accompany¬ 
ing Kagame said the two men held 
“candid and frank talks." which 
would resume. Kagame has 
extended his stay and now plans to 
return home on Friday. 

Mandela’s initiative is a dogged 
bid for a peaceful solution to 
Congo's bloody three-month con¬ 
flict, despite e.scalating strife and 
fighting talk from "Zimbabwe 
President Robert Mugabe, who 
has poured troops into the fray. 

Diplomats and analysts say 
Kagame, who doubles as vice- 
president, plays a crucial political 
and military role in the former 
Zaire, where in 1996 he success¬ 
fully plotted and executed the 
removal of veteran dictator 
Mobutu Sese Sefco. 

They say his 45.000-strong army 
is backing the rebels who are 
fighting the man he put in power - 
President Laurent Kabila. The 
rebels have captured a third of 
Democratic Congo, which is 
Africa’s third largest country. 

Kagame denies his army is 
involved. 

South African government offi¬ 
cials said the talks were “private 
and confidential" and the two men 
met for almost two hours. 

Mandela wants a cease-fire to be 
followed by direct talks between 
the waning Congolese sides, 
which must thrash' out a broad 
framework for peace that sains the 
support of the whole recion.

Trirkey, Syria renew security ties

CAIRO - Syria’s new deal wi* Turkey on 
Kurdish guerrillas reinstates security cooper¬ 
ation between the two countries that Turkey 
canceled three years ago. Syrian Foreign 
Minister Farouk Shara said yesterday. 

“Now the situation has returned to its nor¬ 
mal state concerning the security coopera¬ 
tion between Syria and Turkey,” Shara roJd 
reporters, after briefing Egyptian President 
Hosm Mubarak on the pact. 

Share’s comments were the first by a 
senior Syrian official on the pact, negotiated 
after Mubarak shuttled between Damascus 
and Ankara. The deal ended a standoff 
between the two countries that sparked fears 
a war in the region. 


The Syrian foreign minister did not give 
details of the pact, nor explain why Turkey 
discontinued security cooperation in the 
pasL 

He said the new agreement was between 
security committees of the two countries 
"whose meetings the Turks suspended three 
years ago." 

“This agreement is balanced." Shara said. 
“We will follow upon the implementation of 
what has been agreed upon ..and we hope the 
Turkish side will also abide by the agree menu” 

The agreement was reached after two 
days of negotiations in the southern Turkish 
town of Seyhan. 

Turkey has said that Syria pledged under 
the agreement to shut down camps of the 
militant Kurdistan Workers Party, known as 




the PKK, on Syrian territory and in the 
Syrian-controlled Bekaa Valley of Lebanon, 
and to brand the group tenorists. 

Ankara says the Kurdish rebels stage 
cross-bonier a racks on Turkey in its war for 
autonomy that has claimed 37,000 lives 
since 1984. 


In the past, Syria has denied it supported 
the PKK. 


In a first step in implementing the agree¬ 
ment, Syria’s official news agency on 
Tuesday called the militant Kurdish group 
an ‘‘illegal and unlicensed party." 

The Syrian Arab News Agency also said 
that in the pact, Turkey pledged it would 
“not also allow any activity that aims at 
Syrian security and stability.'* 

Turkey said Ankara would observe the 


Syrian implementation of the agreement 
over a two-week period. 

Turkish army sources said yesterday up to 
300 Turkish Kurd guerrillas who fled Syria 
for northern Iraq ahead of the Turkisb- 
Syrian deal had engaged in heavy clashes 
with rival Iraqi Kurd militiamen. 

In a related development, Turkish Prime 
Minister Mesut Yilmaz called on Russia to 
hand over fugitive Kurdish guerrilla leader 
Abdullah Ocalan, who Ankara says has fled 
to Moscow from Syria. 

Russia, however, denied any knowledge 
of his presence. 

Yilmaz told reporters at a cabinet meeting 
he believed Ocalan, who has headed the bat¬ 
tle for autonomy, had been in Moscow for 
over a week.

PRISTINA, Yugoslavia (AP) -

The French foreign minister 
warned that Milosevic must pull 
out more troops, and US envoy 
Christopher Hill and European 
ambassadors pressed their politi¬ 
cal initiative in new talks with eth¬ 
nic Albanian political leader 
Ibrahim Rugova. 

Concerned by continuing spo¬ 
radic violence, a European envoy 
said attacks by die Albanians' 
Kosovo Liberation Army could 
put efforts to reach a peaceful 
political solution in “serious jeop¬ 
ardy" 

“We ask Kosovo people and 
especially the armed forces, 
Kosovo forces, to stop any provo¬ 
cations," said Wolfgang Petrisch, 
the Austrian ambassador to 
Yugoslavia and European Union 
envoy in Kosovo, after meeting 
with Rugova. 

Ten days after Milosevic’s 
agreement to work toward peace 
in Kosovo, brokered by American 
- diplomat Richard Holbrooke, 
there were still reports of shelling 
* and shobting incidents at night in 
the separatist province of Serbia. 


Turkey denies planes violated Cyprus airspace 

NICOSIA (Reuters) - The Cypriot Defense Ministry said two 
Turkish air force planes violated airspace over the 
Mediterranean island yesterday while joint Greek-Cypriot mili¬ 
tary exercises were in progress. 

It said two RF-4 reconnaissance planes crossed into the divid¬ 
ed island's airspace for almost an hour. 

Turkey denied the report. 

“Our planes fly within the confines of international airspace 
and have nor committed any violation over Cyprus,” a Turkish 
Foreign Ministry spokesman said. 

Earlier in the day four Greek F-16 fighters and two A-7 
Corsair bombers took part in training exercises close to Nicosia 
with the Greek Cypriot national guard, defense sources said. 


Yeltsin returns to Kremlin 

MOSCOW (AP) - President Boris Yeltsin returned to work at 
the Kremlin yesterday after doctors pronounced him fit follow¬ 
ing a respiratory infection, officials said. 

The president underwent a medical checkup Wednesday at the 
Central Clinical Hospital in Moscow that had been scheduled 
before he came down with his recent illness, presidential 
spokesman Dmitry' Yakushkin said. 

The exam included an X-ray, and doctors reported that 
Yeltsin's health had returned to normal. 


Saudis least tolerant of Christians, says group 


PARIS (Reuters) - A French human rights group said yester¬ 
day that Saudi Arabia, Sudan, Somalia, Yemen and North Korea 
were the world's least tolerant nations towards Christians last 
year. “Saudi Arabia is at die top of the list Religious persecu¬ 
tion has been strongest in this country for the past several 
years," said Pones Ouvertes International (Open Doors 
International), an organization dedicated to protecting persecut¬ 
ed religious minorities. It said all 10 of the top-ranking slates 
were either Islamic or Communist. 

Founded in 1955, the group rates nations every year on their 
tolerance of Christians according to an index based on 31 crite¬ 
ria. These include their constitution, die attitude of the authori¬ 
ties towards Christians, and the presence of discrimination.

But he gave no 
details. His North Korean counterpart. Vice Foreign Minister 
Kim Gye Gwan, declined to comment, but heads of the US and 
Chinese delegations indicated the talks were advancing.

LONDON (AP) - Lawyers for 
Gen. Augusto Pinochet filed a 
court motion yesterday contend¬ 
ing British police acted illegally in 
accepting a Spanish warrant seek¬ 
ing the extradition of the former 
Chilean dictator. 

Lord Justice Konrad Schiemann 
set a Monday hearing on the High 
Court motion and refused to let 
lawyers make any arguments dur¬ 
ing a brief hearing. 

A Spanish magistrate is seeking 
to extradite Pinochet to face 
charges of murder, torture and 
genocide. 

Earlier, an appeal by Margaret 
Thatcher far the release of Pinochet 
angered left-wing lawmakers and 
underlined a political dilemma for 
the Labor Party government. 

Lady Thatcher, Conservative 
prime minister from 1979-1990, 
said Pinochet should be returned 
home forthwith both because he 
supported Britain during the 1982 
war against Argentina to reclaim 
the Falkland Islands and because 
his arrest endangers Chile’s new 
democracy. 

“There were indeed abuses of 
human rights in Chile and acts of 
violence on both sides of the 
political divide,” Lady Thatcher 


wrote in a letter to The Times of 
London. 

"However, the people of Chile, 
through successively elected 
democratic governments, have 
determined how they should come 
to terms with their past." 

Pinochet, S2, remains under 
police guard in the expensive 
London clinic where he was 
arrested October 16 at the instiga¬ 
tion of a Spanish magistrate. 

The judge is seeking to extradite 
him on charges of murder, geno¬ 
cide and torture pertaining to 4,000 
people, including Spaniards, who 
were killed or disappeared during 
his 17-year rule. 

Pinochet, who had back surgery 
October 9, remained commander 
of Chile's army until March. 

The crisis has soured British and 
Spanish relations with Chile and 
pushed Chile's government into 
defending Pinochet on the 
grounds that the arrest is straining 
a democracy built up since 
Pinochet stood down in 1990. 

Lady Thatcher, who entertained 
Pinochet in her home shortly 
before he was hospitalized, noted 
that President Carlos Menem of 
Argentina, which invaded the 
Falklands while under a military 
dictatorship, is due on an official 
visit to Britain next week.

BERLIN (Reuters)-The leader 
of Berlin’s Jewish community said 
yesterday he supported a proposal 
to use a video history created by 
director Steven Spielberg to form 
a central monument ro die 
Holocaust in Germany. 

The incoming German govern¬ 
ment has proposed that pan of the 
Shoah Foundation, a huge library 
of videotaped interviews with 
Holocaust survivors put together 
by Spielberg, be housed on a site 
near Berlin’s Brandenburg Gate, 


the Tagesspiegel newspaper 
reported. 

Berlin Jewish leader Andreas 
Nachama said such a memorial 
would be far more effective 
reminder of the slaughter of six 
million Jews by the Nazis than the 
more traditional designs under 
consideration. 

"The main thing is that we need 
an active memorial, which is why 
I feel the idea to include 
Spielberg’s project is also good," 
Nachama told journalists at an 
event in Berlin. 

“It fulfills the principle of an 


active memorial by bringing peo¬ 
ple to consider tire consequences 
of the Holocaust." 

Tagesspiegel said the proposal, 
by new Cultural Affairs Minister 
of State Michael Nauraann was 
aimed at resolving a years-long 
dispute over what form Germany‘s 
central monument to the 
Holocaust should take.

NEW YORK (AP) — Seagram Co. is selling part of 
PolyGram's film library, including The Graduate, Fargo and 
Dead Man Walking, to Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Inc. for $250 
million. MGM said the 1,300-film deal, announced yesterday, 
will give it the largest film library in the world, with about 5,200 
films. Seagram, the owner of Universal Studios, is selling the 
library under its previously announced plan to shed all of 
PolyGram’s film division to help pay for its purchase of the 
Dutch entertainment group. 

That $10.4 billion deal, which will make Seagram the world's 
largest music company, should be completed next month. 

Other films in the lot include Four Weddings and a Funeral, 
When Harry Met Sally, My Left Foot. The Crying Game and 
Sex, Lies and Videotape.

Schumer slams

NEW YORK - Using a bissel 
Yiddish in a meeting this week 
with New York Jewish machers. 
Senator A1 D’Amato created a 
tsimmes when he called his Jewish 
opponent. Congressman Charles 

Schumer, a "putz-head." 

Schumer has demanded an 
apology for the slur, which means 
“penis." , 

It was the second nme in a week 
that a Jewish issue has been at the 
center of the aggressive, dead-heat 
campaign for die New York Senate 
seat The Jewish vote in the state is 
seen as the pivotal swing vote in 
the November election. 

Schumer, a liberal Democrat from 
Brooklyn, twice accused D 'Amato, 
the incumbent Republican, of a 
“shameful" political use of the 
Holocaust 

D'Amato’s campaign has pro¬ 
moted his role in the $1.25 billion 
Swiss banks settlement. On 


Sunday, he held a news conference 
with Holocaust survivors, one of 
whom attacked Schumer for vot¬ 
ing against American use of force 
against Saddam Hussein in 1991. 

D'Amato at first said he did not 
remember calling Schumer a putz- 
head. 

"If I did, it certainly wasn’t 
meant for any kind of public pro¬ 
nouncement,'’ he said of the 
remark, made in front of three 
dozen Jewish leaders. 

The senator then sent a letter to 
Schumer in which he admitted the 
remark, saying: “The Yiddish 
word I used to describe you at a 
private meeting means ’fool.’ 
Again, you're uying to twist that 
into a religious slur. 1 stand by my 
remark 100 percent" 

In the 1992 Senate campaign - 
another tight race - D’Amato 
accused h is Democratic foe, 
Attorney-General Bob Abrams, of 
anti-Italian bias when Abrams 
called D’Amato a fascist. 


NEW YORK (AP) - Federal 
prosecutors believe there is a solid 
link between New York-based mil¬ 
itants who figured in the World 
Trade Center bombing and other 
plots and an mtemational network 
of terrorists suspected of bombing 
two US embassies in Africa, The 
New York Tunes reported yesterday. 

Prosecutors believe a ramshackle 
office in Brooklyn evolved from a 
meeting place for extremists into the 
US outpost for the network led by 
Saudi exile Osama bin Laden, the 
alleged mastermind of the August 
embassy bombings in Kenya and 
Tanzania the Times reported, citing 
court records and other sources. 

A suspect in the trade center 
bombing, Mahmoud Abouhalima, 
told investigators a few months after 
die 1993 explosion that he had twice 
turned to a Texan named Wadih el 
Hage to buy weapons for his New 
Yolk associates. He hoped to reach a 
plea bargain that never materialized. 

The Times said it was unclear 
what authorities did with the infor¬ 
mation he provided about el Hage 
and Che Brooklyn office, the now- 
closed Alkifah Refugee Center. 

Abouhalima was one of four men 
convicted of bombing the trade 
center. Six people were killed and 
more than 1,000 others wounded. 

£1 Hage, 38, is now among those 
arrested and charged with being part 
of bin Laden’s network of tenorists. 
El Hage has pleaded innocent to 
eight counts of peijuiy and three 
counts of making false statements. 


ROME (Reuters) - New Prime 
Minister Massimo D’Alema yes¬ 
terday sketched out his economic 
vision to parliament, pledging 
continued budgetary rigor with a 
human face. 

“The government’s first impera¬ 
tive will be maintaining the 
improvement of public finances 
and reinforcing the economic and 
budgetary strategy...!hat allowed 
us to overcome obstacles and diffi¬ 
culties and join European mone¬ 
tary union," D’Alema said.- 

Addressing the lower house 
Chamber of Deputies for the first 
time since taking office on 
Wednesday, the former commu¬ 
nist politician proclaimed his 
social-democratic faith. 

“Citizens must be aware that it 
is not just GDP that indicates 
how civilized a country is, but 
also the number of people with 
jobs and the quality of social ser¬ 
vices," he said. 

D’Alema promised to push 
through a 1999 budget that was his 
predecessor Romano Prodi’s 
Waterloo — a package containing 
14.7 trillion lire ($9 billion) of 
deficit cuts plus commitments to 
fighting unemployment and regen¬ 
erating the impoverished south. 

The budget draft package origi¬ 
nally presented in September pro¬ 
posed fiscal incentives to encour¬ 
age employers to hire more staff, 
lower personal taxes for those on 
meager pensions, greater social 
spending and a crackdown on tax 
evasion. 

It aimed to help Italy hit its 
deficit-to-GDP target of 2.6 per¬ 


cent for this year, falling to 2.0% 
in 1999, despite an economic 
slowdown that forced the last gov¬ 
ernment to revise down its 1998 
GDP growth forecast to 1.8% 
from 2.5%. 

Prodi’s one-time hard left allies 
toppled him early this month after 
rejecting the 1999 budget as inad¬ 
equate. 

D'Alema said his - government 
would reduce fiscal pressure, 
reimburse the hated “eurotax" 
slapped on Italians to help get 
Italy into EMU, take urgent mea¬ 
sures to aid society’s weakest 
members and keep a lid on taxes 
for first-time home buyers. 

Employers, unions and govern¬ 
ment should hammer out an 
income policy Agreement to 
ensure Italy's financial health, said 
D’Alema, whose parliamentary 
majority groups the center-left 
Olive Tree bloc, moderate com¬ 
munists and centrists. 

The new premier, who heads the 
Democrats of the Left — a social 
democratic force descended from 
the defunct Italian Communist 
Party — also expressed his com¬ 
mitment to a “social pact” mooted 
by Treasury Minister Carlo 
Azegjio Ciampi. 

Ciampi, also treasury minister 
under Prodi, has suggested unions 
accept greater labor flexibility in 
return for business keeping gross 
profit margins unchanged and 
investing the savings into disad¬ 
vantaged areas to boost production 
and employment 

D’Alema said the government 
planned “to stimulate the creation 
of new business, new wealth, new 
employment", but he sounded the

alarm against unbridled markets. 

“The hyper-liberal culture of the 
last 20 years has ruled our soci¬ 
eties. accepting that an uncon¬ 
trolled market restricts social 
rights — without even obtaining 
significant advantages for growth 
and development." D'Alema said. 

Nonetheless, he stated a com¬ 


mitment to the privatization pro¬ 
gram that has poured trillions of 
lire into state coffers in recent 
years, and said it should involve 
public services, too.

W ye Plantation was supposed to have 
been the diplomatic equivalent of a 
papal election: nothing emerges until 
the white smoke signifying a choice has been 
made. As the talks reach their denouement, 
however, the media blackout has become 
increasingly gray, leading to a bewildering array 
of rumors, accusations, and threats. 

As of this writing it is impossible to determine 
whether this confusion will resolve itself into a 
signing ceremony today, this weekend, or not at 
all. A simple yardstick is emerging, however, for 
judging whether any deal is good one: is it some¬ 
thing for nothing, or something for something? 

Going into this negotiation, Israel found itself 
in the somewhat awkward position of having 
already agreed to the main “something'’ on its 
side - the transfer of a further 13 percent of 
Judea and Samaria to partial or full Palestinian 
control (from Area C to Areas B and A), and 
another 14 percent from partial to full 
Palestinian control (from Area B to Area A). In 
agreeing to this scope of withdrawal, Israel’s 
negotiators unceremoniously crossed the cabi¬ 
net’s own “red line" of what constitutes minimal 
security requirements. 

Though they claim to have expected much 
more territory to be handed over in the interim 
phase, even die Palestinians do not dispute the 
significance of the proposed Israeli withdrawal. 
As Palestinian Civil Affairs Minister Jamil 
Tan ft told Yediol Ahanmot, "There is no doubt 
that the well-being of the Palestinians will 
change for the better. More territory will give a 
feeling of greater freedom ... Most importantly 
for the future, we are working toward the estab¬ 
lishment of an independent Palestinian state, so 
this is a positive step.” 

Since negotiation is ostensibly a matter of 
give-and-take, what should the Palestinians be 
giving? The answer is provided by Oslo itself: 
ip exchange for Israel implementing its leftover, 
Obligations from the interim agreement, the 
Palestinians must do so as well. There is even.a,. 
convenient list of these Palestinian obligations 
in the “Note for the Record” attached to the 
January 1997 Hebron Accord, including: “com¬ 
bat systematically and effectively terrorist orga¬ 
nizations and infrastructure ... confiscation of 
illegal firearms ... apprehension, prosecution, 
and punishment of terrorists ... complete the 
process of revising the Palestinian National 
Charier.” 

Though Prime Minister Binyamin Netanyahu 
(and even more emphatically. Justice Minister 
Tzahi Hanegbi) have repeatedly demanded 
“extradition” of Palestinian terrorists to Israel, 
this is not required by the Oslo agreement 
Under Oslo 2, the Palestinians need not transfer 
terror suspects to Israel if they tty and imprison 
convicted terrorists themselves. However, by 


neither transferring, trying, nor imprisoning ter¬ 
rorists, the Palestinians are grossly and unac¬ 
ceptably violating Oslo. 

Regarding the PLO Covenant, the Palestinians 
claim that they have already fulfilled their com¬ 
mitment with a vote in the Palestinian National 
Council to nullify unspecified parts of tbe 
Covenant that contradict the PLO's recognition 
of Israel’s right to exist. The Peres government’s 
acceptance (even negotiation.) of this formula, 
however, does not change the fact that even 
Palestinian officials admit that the Covenant has 
not yet been amended. If it is politically impos¬ 
sible for a majority of the PNC to unequivocal¬ 
ly vote to erase calls for Israel's destruction, 
then there is no point in continuing with the 
peace process, because its very foundation will 
be revealed to be hollow. 

Though difficult to negotiate, the trades con¬ 
cerning Oslo's “old business" are in principle 
straightforward. The place where new ground 
must be broken is regarding demands that are 
not included in Oslo, but speak to the health and 
continuation of the peace process. Yet here, too, 
there are natural trades that are driven by a cer¬ 
tain logic. 

Israel, for example, is demanding that the 
Palestinians at least postpone their declaration 
of statehood past the planned date of May 4, 
1999. Since Oslo’s interim period was to expire 
after five years, the Palestinians arguably are not 
bound by restrictions on such unilateral actions 
after that date. Of course, if the Palestinians 
choose to so explicitly unbind themselves from 
Oslo, Israel can do so as well - by annexing ter¬ 
ritory, for example. 

The Palestinians, for their part have an extra- 
Oslo demand of Israel - a freeze on settlement 
expansion. The US, which often agrees with the 
Palestinians about settlements, wants Israel to 
agree to a “time out” on settlement expansion 
for the duration of final-status talks. The two 
demands - freezing settlement expansion and 
the Palestinian declaration of statehood - have a 
degree of symmetry. Both are temporary 
restraints upon unilateral actions, linked to and 
for the purpose of encouraging continued 
progress in the negotiations. 

One of the greatest dangers for the process as 
a whole is when one party or another is expect¬ 
ed to give something for free. Israel cannot be 
expected to fulfill its outstanding commitments 
under Oslo, if the Palestinians do not do the 
same. By the same token, there is little point in 
asking Israel for a “settlement time-out” or the 
Palestinians for a "statehood time-out” for noth¬ 
ing but the “good of the process” in return. The 
good of the process lies in devising new trades 
in the parties’ mutual interests, even if they are 
at first only to limit actions which threaten its 
total collapse.

25 years ago: On October 23. 
1973, The Jerusalem Post 
reported that a cease-fire was 
accepted by Israel and Egypt on 
the 17th day of war, but that 
shooting continued at the Suez 
Canal front. Syria still ignored 


this cease-fire order which was 
initialed jointly by the US and 
the Soviet Union and promul¬ 
gated in a Security Council res¬ 
olution, that also called for 
immediate peace negotiations 
and for the implementation of 
the 1967 Resolution 242 “in all 
its parts.” There was no halt in 
the US airlift.

O nce again the president of 
the United States invited 
the Israeli prime minister 
to meet with his Arab negotiating 
partner in a secluded retreat in the 
US. His intention was to keep both 
confined there until an agreement 
is reached. 

Only this time the president 
extending the invitation (or is it a 
summons?) was Bill Clinton, 
rather than Jimmy Carter. And it’s 
Binyamin Netanyahu and Yasser 
Arafat at Wye Plantation, rather 
than Menachem Begin and Anwar 
Sadat at Camp David. Deja vu? 

The common denominator of 
the two events is that the president 
of the US decided to get involved. 
He is putting his prestige on the 
line, in the expectation that under 
the compelling circumstances of 
the conclave and under the weight 
of his influence, a breakthrough 
will be achieved and an agreement 
will be reached. 

His intentions are the best, and 
his motivation is crystal clear. He 
wants an agreement, no matter 
what. At Camp David, Jimmy 
Carter got the agreement. The 
unprecedented, the unexpected, and 
the seemingly unthinkable hap¬ 
pened. Begin agreed to an Israeli 
withdrawal from Sinai, the aban¬ 
donment of military bases, and the 
removal of all settlements there. 

The Camp David agreement has 
no precedent in the hisrory of 
nations. Israel, the aggrieved party, 
attacked four times by Egypt and 
victorious four times over Egypt - 
in 1948, 1956, 1967. and again in

1973 - made all the concessions, 
while the four-time aggressor 
recovered every last square inch of 
land it had lost in its wars of 
aggression. 

As Begin left for Camp David, 
virtually no one in Israel imagined 
that this would be the outcome. It 
ran counter to Begin’s pronounce¬ 
ments and promises and those of 


the regions west of the Jordan 
River included in the territory 
allocated by the League of 
Nations mandate for the establish¬ 
ment of a Jewish national home in 
Palestine. It was a vain hope,

most of Israel's political leadership 
on the Right and on the Left At the 
time, it was contrary to a wide con¬ 
sensus regarding the terms of a 
negotiated settlement with Egypt. 

Carter did not partic¬ 
ularly care if the agreement was 
good for Israel. All he wanted was 
an agreemenL And Begin, under 
the stress of the circumstances, 
gave in. 

At Camp David the concept of 
“land for peace” received the Israeli 
stamp of approval. Never before in 
the history of man had the idea that 
the aggressor should recover what¬ 
ever territory he lost as a result of 
his aggression been sanctioned. 

IT IS surmised that Begin wanted 
to believe that by sacrifieingSinai. 
he was assuring Israeli control 
over Judea, Samaria, and Gaza. 


Sinai Peninsula. 

No wonder that Syria’s Hafez 
Assad has latched on to the “land 
for peace” formula, demanding 
Israeli withdrawal from all of the 
Golan Heights and dismantlement 
of Israeli settlements there. Arafat 
will certainly not want to be left 
behind. The Camp David agree¬ 
ment may very well not have 
served Israel’s long-term interests. 

Is any agreemenL no matter what 
its terms." preferable to no agree¬ 
ment? It may seem that way to the 
short-sighted, and negotiators may 
labor under that delusion under the 
stress of the theatrics of the sign¬ 
ing ceremony, and knowing that 
the agreement is a fait accompli.

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Time to talk Turkey 


R elations between Israel and 
Turkey are flourishing. 
Diplomatic contacts and 
commercial exchanges blossom. 
More significantly, ever since sign¬ 
ing their military cooperation pact 
in 1996. the two sides have forged a 
strategic partnership which - in all 
but name - amounts to an alliance. 

These developments are being fol¬ 
lowed closely in the Arab world, 
where they generate considerable 
commenL almost all harshly critical. 
By contrast, the Israeli public pays 
virtually no attention. 

Such indifference is unwarranted. 
The Turkish-Israeli alignment can 
have wide ramifications. This 
became abundantly clear during the 
most recent bout of tension between 
Turkey and Syria. Defense Minister 
Yitzhak Murdechai quickly acted to 
negate the impression that Turkey 
and Israel might he coordinating 
pressure on Syria, reportedly order¬ 
ing a reduction in the IDF's military 
presence on the Golan. 

If a squabble between one of 
Israel’s oldest enemies and her 
newest friend can affect IDF force 
dispositions, then perhaps it is time 
we cave more consideration to the 
advantages and disadvantages our 
embrace with Turkey might entail. 

At first blush. Israel's strategic 
interest in as close u military rela¬ 
tionship as possible with Turkey 
seems self-evident. Turkey is an 
obvious regional power. Moreover, 
it borders on three of Israel's most 
emphatic foes: Syria, Iraq, and Iran, 
with all of whom Ankara’s relations 
are at times tense. 

The opportunities for Israel seem 
self-evident. Extreme scenarios 
envision Turkisb-Israeli cooperation 
in case of war. At the very least, we 
could aspire to use Turkish facilities 
to obtain early warning of (let's say) 
another Iraqi missile offensive, or 
even as bases from which the air 
force could launch strikes. 

So far. so good. But before we get 
carried away with enthusiasm for 
Israel’s Turkish connection, perhaps 
we should ask ourselves three .sub¬ 
stantive questions: 

Is the alignment really as compre-

THE COMPREHENSIVENESS of 
international alignments largely 
depends on the span of interests 
which they encompass. By those 
standards, the Turkish-Israeli con¬ 


Likewise. the air force’s efforts to 
retain regional air supremacy have 
been complicated by the recent 
placement of Russian-supplied mis¬ 
siles in the Greek portion of Cyprus 
in response to renewed Turkish 
threats. 

Even where Turkish-Israeli interests 
do clearly overlap, full military coop¬ 
eration seems far from practicable.

nection rests on a rather narrow 
base. Although some of the strategic 
interests of the two sides presently 
coincide, others are very far apart. 

Although Turkey has of late been 
preoccupied by the threat of a 
Syrian-sponsored Kurdish insur¬ 
gency. it also has other concerns. 
One is an effort to win influence - 
and lucrative contracts - in post- 
Soviet Central Asia. Another is its 
friction with Greece, both in the 
Aegean and over Cyprus. 

Israel must take care not to allow its 
friendship with Turkey to dictate its 
attitude toward such issues. That is a 
mistake which we already seem to be 
making by associating ourselves - if 
only implicitly - with Turkey's anti- 
Kurd policies (whatever happened, 
by the way. to our tradition of support 
for Kurdish nationalists?) 

Certainly, we have no inherent rea¬ 
son to go along with all of Turkey's 
policies toward either Central Asia 
or Greece. In fact those policies 
have already had an adverse affect 
on some Israeli interests. 

For instance. Jerusalem's efforts 
to improve diplomatic and commer¬ 
cial relations with Azerbaijan - one 
of the key Caucasian "successor 
states’’ - have been visibly con¬ 
strained by Turkish procure and 
competition. 


lusimi with Israel. Despite official 
efturts to uproot and outlaw 
Moslem "extremists." Lslamic fun¬ 
damentalist sentiment remains pow¬ 
erful throughout Turkey - not least 
among lower ranks in the armed 
forces. Can we rely on Turkish gov¬ 
ernments to ignore this? 

Remember, too. that Turkey has 
traditionally hedged its bets with 
respect to participation in joint mili¬ 
tary adventures. It remained neutral 
throughout World War H. and in 
1991 was i ine of the most reluctant 
ol all the Gulf warriors. 

This year, too - norwithstandin" 
all the huffing and puffing about 
hostilities with Syria - (he Turkish 
Embassy in Damascus remained 
operational and Syrian-Turkish 
trade contacts continued. 

All this might be of little account 
were on alignment with Turkey truly 
consonant with ihe basic thrast of 
Israel s overall strategy. But such is 
not necessarily so. 

ISRAEL'S ultimate goal, after all is 
noun defeat our enemies, nor even 
to deter them from attacking us. In 
temis-of “grand strategy" (a concept 
which encompasses both non-mili¬ 
tary and military national purposes! 
Israel s atm is to conclude peace’ 
treaties with the states of the region 


Judged by that litmus test, an 
alignment with Turkey loses much 
of its shine. It might have made 
sense in David Ben-Guriou’s eta, 
when no Arab state showed The 
slightest inclination to enter into a 
formal relationship with Israel. But 
that is no longer the case. 

Menachem Begin’s peace treaty 
with Egypt in 1979. and Yitzhak 
Rabin's Oslo Accords with the 
Palestinians and his peace treaty 
with Jordan constituted break¬ 
throughs in an entirely different 
strategic direction. Instead of con-’ 
fronting a pan-Arab bloc from with¬ 
out, Israel now seeks to overcome 
Arab resistance to her existence. 
from within. 

The alignment with Turkey 
reverses that process. For one thing; 
it adds a new complication to oar 
relations with Syria - peace with 
whom undoubtedly constitutes the 1 
most logical next step on the road to 
regional stability. Our inventory of 
issues to settle with Syria .is fi/H 
enough as it is. There is . no need to 
further encumber matters by having 
to consider Turkey's susceptibilities 
and interests.

I n his book Seeing Like a Stale: 
How Certain Schemes to 
Improve the Human Condition 
Have Failed, anthropologist James 
Scon offers two rules for would-be 
social engineers.

Those seeking to fashion a total¬

THERE ARE those who view the 
Russian non-Jews as a counterbal¬ 
ance to the huge Arab population 
advantage.

Such an influx of hundreds of 
thousands with no historical ties to 
the Jewish people represents, in 
the words of Uri Gordon, former 
head of the Jewish Agency Aliya 
Department, a form of “national 
suicide." Echoing his sentiments, 
Yossi Beilin wrote in Yediot 
Aharonot that only an amendment 
to the Law of Return “can prevent 
, the entry into Israel of criminal 
f elements and non-Jews." 

The presence of so many non- 
Jews undermines the very founda¬ 
tion of political Zionism: the 
dream of a country in which Jews 
will at last be masters of their own 
fate. 

That dream may already be 
beyond grasp. The 15 percent Arab 
minority wields a decisive vote in 
Israeli elections. For a right-wing 
candidate to be elected prime min¬ 
ister, he must win a landslide 59% 
of the Jewish vote. Thus an Arab 
minority increasingly susceptible 
to pan-Arab nationalist incite¬ 
ment, as demonstrated by the 
recent arson in Wadi Ara, often 
has the determinative voice on 
crucial security issues confronting 
Israel. 

The addition of hundreds of 
thousands of non-Jesys from. the 
former Soviet Union .poly^exacer¬ 
bates the problem. For-many, 
Israel was only the most expedient 
means of egress from the Soviet 
Union, and the preservation of 
Jewish lives is not a special value 
for them. (Bargain basement con¬ 
versions are no solution to this 
problem.; 

As one secular teacher in 
Karmiel, the city with the largest 
concentration of non-Jewish 
Russians, pm it recently, “They 
are simply another people. I see in 
diem a contempt for Jews and 
Judaism that has no parallel 
among Israelis." A Meretz activist 
In the same city wrote in one of 
the regional weeklies, “We fled 
from antisemites in Russia in die 
hopes of finally reaching a place 
of Jews, and we find ourselves liv¬ 
ing opposite a family of Ukrainian 
antisemites"

predicated on the historical rela¬ 
tionship of the Jewish people to 
Eretz Yisrael. But the hundreds of 
thousands of Russian non-Jews 
admitted under the Law of Return 
are not returning; their ancestors 


security. 

Indeed, dramatically increased 
population is far more likely to 
endanger our security than 
enhance iL It complicates peace 
negotiations and makes future war 
more likely. Israel is already pro¬ 
jected to be the most densely pop¬ 
ulated country in the world by 
2025. Our very limited water 
resources make any peace with 
Syrians and/or Palestinians, who 
would gain control of the sources 
of the Jordan and the West Bank 
aquifers, far more risky. 

And thirst could weil be the tin¬ 
der box kindling future wars. 

Bui the greatest danger of the 
mass immigration of non-Jews 
from the former Soviet Union is 
the increased potential for social 
conflagration. That mass immigra¬ 
tion has played a large role in 
rekindled Sephardi rage. Just as 
descendants of those who lived in 
mooboroi were poised to take an 
increasingly large role in running 
the country, they found themselves 
being shunted aside by newcomers 
from the Soviet Union. 

When development town resi¬ 
dents hear Industry and TVade 
Minister Natan Sharansky pro¬ 
claim that there is no place , in 
Israel for low-tech jobs, and that 
such: jobs should be exported to 
Jordan and other Arab countries, 
the message to them is clear. You 
are expendable. Your 50 years here 
mean nothing. 

A writer in Novosti Nedelt char¬ 
acterized those with the most to 
lose from the Russian immigration 
as the “rabble of Middle Eastern 
origin.” Such open expressions of 
contempt are found only in the 
Russian-language press. But it is 
not hard to convince many 
Sephardim that the eagerness to 
import non-Jewish computer tech¬ 
nicians reflects a similar society¬ 
wide contempt 

That is one of die reasons why 
the electoral strength of the "hare- 
di” Shas continues to grow, 
although less than a quarter of its 
supporters are even Shabbat 
observant Not by accident is 
Shas, whose voters harbor the 
greatest resentment for non- 
Jewish newcomers, the party most 
strongly pushing the convers ion 
bill. 

The final irony is that those who 
look to non-Jewisb immigration as 
the demographic answer to the 
haredi menace may well be stren- 
thening the hands of the haredi 
party they fear most

D espite all the posturing, it is 
clear that the party at Wye 
Plantation will end with 
some agreement 
If the agreement is not compre¬ 
hensive, it will be partial; if it is 
not on substance, it will be on 
when and how to hold the next 
party. But one way or another, 
there will be an agreement 
The reason is that die host of the 
party is die president of die United 
States, and he wants some agree¬ 
ment In fact, he wants an agreement 
very badly, so badly that he assem¬ 
bled the guests before determining 
in advance what the outcome would 
be, and he and his national security 
staff have practically locked them¬ 
selves into a cocoon and dealt with 
nothing else since the party began. 

The Investment of American 
prestige is so great that none of the 
guests could risk walking out and 
leaving President Bill Clinton with 
egg on his face. That is why the 
Israeli threat to pack up and leave 
was dismissed as a transparent 
negotiating tactic, and why the 
hints that the decision to stay was 
explained by an unexpected last- 
minute show of Palestinian flexi¬ 
bility are so unconvincing. 

All of this is unremarkable. 
What is less clear is why the host 
is so committed. In the post-Cold 
War world, there is no overriding 
strategic interest at stake. 

Unlike Camp David, Wye 
Plantation does not stem from the 
need to undercut the global influ¬ 
ence of a rival superpower; there is 
no rival superpower. Nor does it 
constitute a political lever to stabi¬ 
lize the world energy market after 
half a decade of oil shock; it's now 
a buyer’s market 
And even in the post-Kenneth 
Starr world, there is no overriding 
domestic political interest at stake. 
Clinton's fate will be decided by 
the outcome of the congressional 
elections, and these do not depend 
on the outcome of Wye. 

It is true that a president preoc¬ 
cupied with peacemaking looks 
better than a president preoccu- 
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pied with Monica Lewinsky, but 
the critical political question now 
is the size of the Republican 
majorities in the next Congress, 
and if there is any political calcu¬ 
lus at all, it should be that the 
downside risk of a failed summit 
(or even a summit that “succeeds” 
only as a result of excessive pres¬ 
sure on Israel) is greater than the 
likely reward in House and Senate 
seats of a diplomatic success. 

This suggests that the real rea¬ 
son for the commitment may be 
much more prosaic: Clinton and 
his people are sincerely invested in 
the peace process and truly con¬ 
cerned about the implications of

continued stalemate, especially 
given the approaching expiration 
of the Oslo framework that hangs 
like a sword over everyone’s head. 

BUT WHATEVER the reason, die 
result has been a determination to 
succeed and a degree of involvement 
not matched since Camp David, one 
manifestation of which is the presen¬ 
tation to the parties of American 
negotiating documents. In this 9ense, 
the Wye summit is unique. 

But in another sense, it is merely 
the logical culmination of a process 
that began with the stalemate over 
Hebron that emerged after the 1996 
election in Israel. Since then, the 
curve of US participation in the 


Israeli-Palestinian process has risen 
constantly, driven by the growing 
inability of the parties to deal 
directly with each other. The US 
has stepped in, or been drawn in. by 
a vacuum that is seen, ironically, as 
more frightening to it than to Israel 
or the Palestinians. 

There is no sign that this imbalance 
of perceptions will soon change, 
whatever the precise outcome of the 
summit. Whether the summit results 
in a package of understandings about 
the interim agreement and beyond or 
merely a limited arrangement fix- (he 
second redeployment and for proce¬ 
dures to continue or resume negotia¬ 
tions on other issues, it is clear that 
die Wye agreement will not usher in 
an era of good feeling and dial 
Israeli-Palestinian confidence will 
not soon be restored. 

Instead, the aftermath will be 
marked by ongoing mutual suspi¬ 
cion-and recriminations, and what¬ 
ever happens- including implemen¬ 
tation of this agreement and negoti¬ 
ation of others-will take place in an 
atmosphere light years away from 
the ambience of post-Oslo. 

So when the parties go on to 
grapple with other issues, whether 
tilings unresolved at Wye Gike the 
third redeployment, if that is one of 
them) or the permanent-status 
questions, the underlying approach 
will still be to look separately for 
unilateral advantage rather than 
together for common solutions. 

The logical consequence is that 
the same sort of US involvement 
will also prevail. This holds out 
the promise of technical, logisti¬ 
cal, material, and perhaps even 
conceptual benefits, but it ulti¬ 
mately reflects a profound failure 
by Israelis and Palestinians to do 
what they should do themselves. 
And even in terms of unilateral 
.advantage, Israel will end up pay¬ 
ing the largest share of the bill 

There is therefore a good reason 
to regret the need for this sort of 
American involvement. But bar¬ 
ring some fundamental upheaval in 
America’s own view of the world, 
we'd all better get used to it. 


The Holocaust did not ‘just happen’ 


F or many years after the 
nightmare ended, the 
Holocaust was rarely dis¬ 
cussed among survivors and their 
families. The enormity of the 
tragedy for both the Jewish people 
and the individuals was too great, 
too difficult to comprehend, and 
raised too many unanswerable 
questions. 

During the first post-Holocaust 
generation, the responsibility was 
focused on a relatively small num¬ 
ber of Nazi leaders and collabora¬ 
tors who ran the concentration 

camps. , J _ 

After the war ended, Germany 
was “de-Nazified” by the occupy r 
ing powers, and a small group of 
officials were tried in Nuremberg 
and other places. The Israeli gov¬ 
ernment and some individuals, 
such as Simon Wiesenthal, hunted 
down the Nazi leaders that 
escaped. including Adolph 
. Eichmann. 

The vast majority of Germans 
were not held accountable for the 
culture of antisemitism that creat¬ 
ed the foundation for mass mur- 

Slowly, the second generation of 
the survivors began to come to 
grips with the unresolved issues 
and questions. In-depth research 
and publications, such as Darnel 
Goldhagen’s Hitter's Willing 
Executioner probed more deeply 
into the hatred and antisemitism 


tha t permeated German society 
and allowed the Holocaust to hap¬ 
pen. 

This generation also began to 
demand full restitution, including 
the return of gold and dormant 
accounts in Swiss banks, the 
property that was stolen from 
Jews all over Europe, and pay¬ 
ment from (he insurance policies 
of the victims. After a great deal 
of resistance, including efforts to 
hide the evidence and evade 
responsibility, some progress is 
being made. 

As pan of this process of expos¬ 
ing and acknowledging the role of 
Germany, as a nation, and not only 
a small number of leaders, in the 
Holocaust, the activities of 
German companies that used and 
profited from slave labor during 
the war also are being reexamined. 

Many of the largest, most suc¬ 
cessful German firms, including 
Volkswagen, I.G. Farben and 
Siemens, exploited Jewish forced 
labor. 

Rather than become entangled in 
long, costly legal proceedings, and 
face costly consumer boycotts, 
some of these firms have agreed to 
set up special compensation funds 
for survivors and their families. 

While this restitution is another 
small step, it is also accompanied 
by (be same denial of responsibili¬ 
ty that was beard in the 
Nuremberg trials. In its recent 
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announcement regarding the com¬ 
pensation fund, Siemens, which is 
now a multinational firm with 
extensive operations in the US 
(and a branch in Israel), sought to 
avoid any responsibility. 
According to Siemens, “During

the course of World War n, 
German industry had no choice 
but to participate in the Nazi 
regime’s ‘wartime economic pro¬ 
duction program.'” 

Instead of acknowledging die 
terrible evil of slave labor, 
Siemens uses the euphemism 
“wartime economic production 
program.” The claim that the offi¬ 
cials of the firm had “no choice 
and tiyat “all German companies” 
behaved in the same manner, as if 


this somehow provides an excuse, 
is abhorrent. 

According to Siemens, the 
absence of sufficient labor meant 
that “companies were compelled 
to turn to laborers provided by the 
government. Operating in a totali¬ 
tarian wartime economy, Siemens 
was also mandated to accept these 
conditions.” 

IF THERE is any central moral 
lesson from the Holocaust, it is the 
responsibility of all human beings 
to follow their consciences, and 
not to rely cm “orders from above” 
to excuse violations of basic 
human values. 

Some Germans, and many other 
individuals from countries under 
Nazi occupation, did not merely 
follow orders. They did not allow 
themselves to be directed to act in 
violation of all die moral founda¬ 
tions of human society. 

During thus period, the officers 
of Siemens, like other Germans 
and Europeans under occupation, 
did have a choice to resist, to 
fight the Nazis, rather than to 
become part of the genocide, but 
they chose not to follow this 
path. 

The Siemens announcement also 
managed to avoid the singular fact 
that the Holocaust, in ail of its evil 
manifestations, was aimed at 
destroying the Jewish people. Last 
year, Siemens celebrated its 150th 


anniversary in reunited Berlin, the 
center of Germany’s rich pre-war 
Jewish community. To mark the 
occasion, the chairman of the 
supervisory board did not ignore 
the Holocaust, but his remarks 
were part of (he process of dulling 
the historical memory. He referred 
to “the tragedies that happened in 
Germany,” but did not specify that 
the victims were predominantly 
Jews. 

Like the Catholic Church ’-s 
grossly insensitive campaign to 
universalize, and even 
Christianize the Holocaust, the 
Siemens announcement totally 
obscured the fact that the Nazi 
death machine was primarily the 
tragedy of the Jewish people. 
Somehow, die fact that “Siemens 
invests a great amount of money 
around the world in training and 
educating young people" was 
designed to compensate for the 
results of die Holocaust. 

Hie demand for the return of 
stolen property and restitution for 
slave labor is only die material 
facet of the response to Holocaust- 
deniers, and should be seen in the 
context of die wider demand for 
foil and unwavering acceptance of 
broad responsibility. More than 50 
years after the nightmare ended, 
the fact that many Germans are 
still hiding behind die facade of 
“just following orders” is unac¬ 
ceptable. 


P resident Kyosti Kallio was 
shivering as he picked up the 
fountain pen with which he 
signed the deal that would put an 
end to the Finnish-Soviet war. 
“Let the hand signing this mon¬ 
strous treaty wither," he said, sec¬ 
onds prior to inking the deal 
imposed chi him by Stalin. 

Within weeks Kallio’s hand 
indeed became paralyzed and later 
that year, 1940, he died. 

Now. Ariel Sharon, Binyamin 
Netanyahu, and Yasser Arafat in 
all likelihood feel the same way as 
they face an emotional, ideologi¬ 
cal, and political Rubicon they 
must grudgingly cross. Yet unlike 
die innocent Finns, who were the 
victims of a criminal superpower, 
none of the Wye Plantation protag¬ 
onists have the right to feel 
crushed, robbed, or humiliated. 

The tragic fact here is that both 
parties have a basic cause, which 
by now Iras become banal to dis¬ 
cuss: We, the once landless people 
in a Sisyphean search for a people¬ 
less land, must now furnish a 
state-less people with a sovereign¬ 
less land. 

By now, even Sharon is on record 
as acquiescing with this reality, 
while the Palestinian Authority, in 
its open, intensive, and routine 
dealings with Israel, evidently con¬ 
cedes that as far as it is concerned 
the Jews are here to stay. 

That is also why the talks must 
eventually hatch a deal: 
Netanyahu has learned that when 
the Arabs facing Israel have a true 
conviction in a real cause - like 
the Egyptian and Syrian armies 
which fought in 1973 to save the 
honor they had lost in '67 - they 
fight tooth and nail. 

Conversely, when theirs is the 
cause of a bullying coward, like 
Stalin’s was in molesting Finland, 
Arab armies flee the battlefield the 
way they did here in *67 and in 
Kuwait in '91. 

Arafat for his part has learned 
that abandoning peace-seeking 
Israeli interlocutors to die devices 
of terrorists, results in those nego¬ 
tiators* electoral downfall. 

Surely, the bones of contention at 
stake call for hard bargaining, in 
which both parties are merrily 
indulging. The nitty-griuies of an 
independent Palestinian airport safe 
passage of vehicles between the 
West Bank and Gaza, die abolition 
of die Palestinian Covenant and die 
future of Jewish settlement building 
must elicit tough wrangling. 

Yet die way things are shaping up, 
neither party has reason to prefer 
that its hand wither nnher than sign. 

FORBIDDING the PA to fly pas¬ 


sengers in and out of Gaza, and 
keeping from it even a minimal 
amount of soil to rule over, is tan¬ 
tamount to continuing the occupa¬ 
tion through other means. And 
occupation — at least for those of 
us who happened to have had the 
dubious pleasure of barging 
heavy-booted into densely popu¬ 
lated Arab areas - stinks. 

Conversely, failing to folly, 
explicitly, and openly abolish the 
Palestinian Covenant will leave 
most Israelis convinced that Arafat 
is either a political impotent, an 
unreconstructed liar, or both. 
Arafat should know that, in yet 
another reflection of the 
Palestinian cause's ability to mir¬ 
ror ours, we Israelis also were 
brought up reading the covenant, 
and still remember some of its 
nastier articles back from our 
matriculation-exam days. On our 
side, the only politician who 
authored that type of literature was 
Meir Kahane. All we are asking is 
that the PA shun that document as 
unequivocally as Middle Israelis 
shunned Kahane. 

Similarly, opening industrial 
zones where Palestinians currently 
employed in Israel by Israelis 
would eventually be employed 
close to home by Palestinians, is 
more than just a technical demand. 
At stake here is the extent to 
which Arafat shows he cares about 
his people remaining - despite all 
his diplomatic achievements - 
their historic enemy's hewers of 
wood and drawers of water. 

Surely, everyone at Wye has had 
all the reasons in the world to get 
die cramps as the fountain pens 
lurking a few miles beyond that 
quaint site loomed larger, darker 
and closer.

Russia approves $1.2b. spending plan

The plan "shows a serious attitude to economizing spending, even 
in this difficult time," said Finance Minister Mikhail Zadornov. 

"The winter won’t be easy.”

The prime minister, finance minister and other cabinet mem¬ 
bers are seeidng to reassure the public that all back wages, some 
unpaid for a year or more, will be paid and companies that taxes 
will be reduced.

Derech Eretz may lose Highway

The Eterech Eretz consortium, which won 
the contract to construct the Trans-Israel 
Highway, will lose the tender if it does not 
obtain necessary funding within three months, ‘ 
according to Arieh Shabtai, spokesman for 
Cross-Israel Highway Ltd., the government 
company, which oversees the project 

Consortium general-manager Ehud 
Savion yesterday told The Jerusalem Post, 
that if Cross-Israel attempts to take the pro¬ 
ject away from Derech Eretz, he will imme¬ 
diately go to the courts. Without Derech 
Eretz, "the worst thing about this is there 
will be no road,” be said. 

Cross-Israel, on behalf of the government, 
had expected to complete the financial 


arrangements for the road this week, but said 
the consortium has yet to raise die full $1.1 
billion to fund the project. 

When the government awarded the tender 
to Derech Eretz, it informed the second-place 
bidder, Israel Transport Ventures (TTV) that it 
would be a stand-in if problems arose. This 
week dial commitment officially ended, but 
Shabtai confirmed yesterday that Cross-Israel 
has extended the promise to ITV by another 
three months. 

“As long as there is no signed contract [with 
Derech Eretz], there is nothing at ail,” said 
Shabtai. "We’re not saying [to Derech Eretz] 
'go home.... we're giving them an extra three 
months.... if we don't conclude with them by 
then well go to someone else.” 

Savion said he is sure Derech Eretz will 


raise the money in time and sign the contract. 

•Derech Eretz signed a contract wth the 
prime minister and the government of Israel 
and we’re about to fulfill our obligations to 
the letter,” he said. "Our fundere have com¬ 
mitted, despite the very deep world financial 
crisis, to back this contract.” 

The problem facing Derech Eretz, in 
Savion’s view, is the effect the depreciation of 
the shekel is having on an expected 5800 mil¬ 
lion loan from Bank Hapoalim. He added that 
he is cunendy investigating this issue but 
expects any effects to be minimal. 

Savion said the main reason for the financ¬ 
ing delay is that his backers need more time 
to assess the implications of die world-eco¬ 
nomic crisis on their loans.

The Maof Index of the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange’s 25 largest com¬ 
panies rose 1.23 percent to 277.42. 

Nice Systems, which makes dig¬ 
ital recording systems popular with 
securities firms, surged 6.54 per¬ 
cent to NIS 74.90. 

The shekel fell 0.3 percent to a 
new low of 4.367 against die dol¬ 
lar, a decline of 23 percent so for 
this year. 

“If die peace process continues, 
it’s a sign to long-term investors 
that the future prospects for this 
market are good,” said Dan Doron, 
head of trading at Solid Financial 
Markets. 

Nice Systems, whose shares 
dropped 44 percent last month 
after a profit warning, continued its 
recovery after announcing it will 
sign a distribution agreement with 
France’s Alcatel SA, the world's 
No. 4 telecommunications equip¬ 
ment maker. Nice also said it will 
report better-than-anticipated 
third-quarter earnings.

US bonds fell for the second 
time in three days yesterday as 
signs that stability is returning 
to world financial markets 
dimmed the allure of Treasury’ 
securities.

But there is something different 
this time; A key .ingredient seems 
to be missing: passion. Without 
this passion, bom of resentment, 
hostility and even hate toward the 
government, it will be difficult - 
indeed has been impossible up to 
now - for the Right to mobilize the 
masses. 

.. To get people ro stand for hours 
intersections, to throw their 
bodies in front of the riot police, to 
spend an evening listening to pre¬ 
dictable speeches at a rally in Tel 
Aviv, there has to be passion.

THE difference between now and 
the time of the Rabin government, 
said Yisrael Medad, a longtime 
activist from Shiloh who was heav¬ 
ily involved in the anti-Oslo 
protests, is that “it is easier to work 
against something you disagree 
with and reject totally than against 
something you see as a positive - 
Rabin/[Shimon] Peres as opposed 
to Netanyahu/Mordechai." 

Elhanan Biatt, an Ofra resident 
and member of the Binyamin 
Regional Council, put it a bit dif¬ 
ferently: “A married couple does 
not always live in harmony. But

In this view Netanyahu and the 
settlers are wedded, while Rabin 
and the settlers didn’t even have 
enough in common to go out on a 
date.

Medad said it has been more dif¬ 
ficult organizing protests this time 
against Netanyahu’s policies 
“because every organization has.

Except for the 
Women in Green, no one has done 
anything of a continuous nature. 

“Up until now, when you walked 
into the Council of Jewish 
Communities in Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza, you didn't see wail 
charts with phone numbers, you 
didn’t see any activity." This, even 
though Netanyahu's direction has 
been clear for some time. 

The reason for the lack of activ¬ 
ity up to now, Medad said, is that 
people in the “national camp" 
have a basic belief in Netanyahu 
and his motives.

Harow said that if a 13 percent 
second-stage withdrawal does 
occur, she will be out in protest 
again. But, she said, Netanyahu’s 
attitude to the process - and to the 
settlers - has made a world of dif¬ 


ference and explains to a large 
extent why there have been so few 
protests. 

“I don't think he’ll give anything 
away." Harow said. “The Left was 
giving the store away for nothing. 
Netanyahu expects something in. 
return. It may well turn out that he 
wants to give up too much for me, 
but I respect that he is at least try¬ 
ing.” 

Biatt pointed to another element 
that has succeeded in keeping peo¬ 
ple from protesting: the feeling 
that the government is listening to 
the settlers' voice and concerns. 

“Under Rabin, people went out 
into the streets to make their voic¬ 
es heard. Then there was a feeling 
that no one was listening to any¬ 
thing we said, and that demonstra¬ 
tions and protest were the only 
way to get ourselves heard. This is 
not the case today. 

“Now, if there is frustration over 
something, we can express it 
directly to the prime minister, or to 


his aides, or to government minis¬ 
ters. 

“When we see the settlement 
representatives meeting with 
Netanyahu, even in Wye, and 
receiving reports about what is 
going on^rit creates a feeling that- 
our voice-4* being heartland (hat- 
makes the need to protest in order 
to get our message across much 
less critical." 

Biatt said that had Rabin told the 
settlers: We respect what you did, 
and appreciate it, but there are 
political realities and forces 
beyond our control, it would have 
dissipated much of the anger.

“dear brothers."

Bill’s bridge over troubled waters 


Though it is not yet clear what 
Israel and the Palestinians stand 
to gain from their week at Wye, 
President Clinton seems to be 
in a win-win situation,

T he Chesapeake Bay Bridge 
consists of several distinct 
units that together link 
Maryland's mainland with its 
scenic eastern shore. In the middle 
of its long, eight-kilometer jour¬ 
ney across the blue expanse, the 
span takes on the features of a sus¬ 
pension bridge - cables from gray, 
steel towers support two separate 
roadways hundreds of meters 
apart, one heading east and the 
other west 

This week, President Bill 
Clinton must have felt like that 
suspension bridge 24 km. from the 
Wye River Conference Center. 
Without his support, Israel and the 
Palestinian Authority would never 
have made it to the negotiating 
table here for their latest attempt at 
hashing out a redeploy men t-for- 
security agreement 
Yet once here, die two sides had 
a hard time convincing anyone 
that they were headed in the same 
direction. 

The heaviest cables of the 
administration’s bridge to peace - 
Clinton, Vice President AJ Gore, 
Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright CIA director George 
Tenet and national security advis¬ 
er Sandy Berger - were pressed 
into service at Wye to assure that 
Israel and the PA remained air¬ 
borne rather than plunge into the 
sea. 

And for further shoring up, the 
administration’s reliable ally. King 
Hussein, was called in from his 
Mayo Clinic sickbed. 

But on Wednesday it appeared 
that the cables were being 
stretched to their outer limit And 
by yesterday even the extraordi¬ 
nary efforts invested by an 
American president seemed insuf¬ 
ficient. 

Israel was on the veige of leav¬ 
ing the talks, charges and counter¬ 
charges jyere flying, and die US 


promised Prime Minister 
Binyarain Netanyahu and PA 
chairman Yasser Arafat eight days 
ago that Clinton would make him¬ 
self available to participate in the 
negotiations. He certainly fulfilled 
his commitment 

Few predicted, however, that the 
talks would extend beyond last 
weekend and push back tentative 
plans for a signing ceremony last 
Monday. 

As it turned out, the Wye experi¬ 
ence was emblematic of the par¬ 
ties’ constant wrangling over the 
past two years. 

Consequently, questions are sure 
to ensue about the soundness of 
Clinton spending four consecutive 
days, and five days out of six, at 
the talks. His were not symbolic 
appearances either, but rather huge 
chunks of time, lasting sometimes 
till past midnight 

While it became clear a few 
days ago that the US was in for a 
difficult week, Clinton himself 
remained in a win-win situation. 
Sure, he had cleared his schedule 
of other pressing matters, and 
yes, he had decided at the last 
minute to postpone a midweek 
fund-raising appearance in 
California in a critical Senate 
race involving a shaky 
Democratic incumbent 

But that’s what presidents do — 
be presidential and try to bring 
peace to the world. Besides, noted 
Brookings Institution’s guest 
scholar Colin Campbell, that’s 
Clinton the policy maven. per¬ 
forming the workmanlike function 
that he’s famous for on domestic 
affairs. 

“He likes to get down into tire 
boiler room and find out how 
things tick,” said Campbell. 

Indeed, analysts said, the deeper 
Clinton plunged this week, the 
more respect he was likely to get 
from his fellow Americans and tire

Twice in recent weeks darlings of the liberal Left 
have shocked even their own milieu with remarks 
that go way over the line of political correctness.

P ublic discourse in Israel has 
never been known for being 
overly delicate. Public fig¬ 
ures rarely hesitate to stoop to 
i name-calling and tarring whole 
groups of people to make their 
< point. 

But still, there have been certain 
rules. Generally, the harsh lan¬ 
guage has come from the political 
arena, and the verba! potshots have 
•fallowed traditional patterns: secu¬ 
lar vs. religious. Right vs. Left, 
Sephardim vs. Ashkenazim. 

But two recent controversies 
seem to have broken these rules. 

Twice in recent weeks, artists - 
not politicians - who were both 
considered darlings of the liberal 
and secular Left have come under 
fire for publicly expressing views 
that are out of step with their own 
sector of society - and are paying a 
personal and professional price for 
their deviations from political cor¬ 
rectness. 

First, singer Meir Ariel admitted 
!* fear and revulsion from homosexu¬ 
als in a newspaper interview. Gay- 
rights groups responded with angry 
demonstrations at his concerts and 
called for boycotts of his albums. 

Shaken. Ariel announced he 
would stop performing live. Soon 
afterwards, however, on Yom 
KJppur Eve; he beggedforgiveness . 
from the gay community and 
received it 


THE SMOKE had hardly cleared 
after that incident when artist Uri 
Lifschitz came out last weekend 
with a series of statements that 
made Ariel look like a model of tol- 
* eranee. 

In an interview published in 
Ha'oretz he expounded on his the¬ 
ories regarding people he consid¬ 
ered “weak," “superfluous" and 
“unproductive" - including ihe 
handicapped and the autistic. 

Of the genetically deficient he 
said “every effort should be made 
not to bring them into the world at 
all." and, if they were bom, that 
society’s time and energy should 
not be “wasted on their care." That 
energy, he asserted, “should be 
directed toward improving the race, 
not nurturing the handicapped" 

He said he believed that death 
was related to being “superfluous," 

, adding, "if you ask the rabbis, 
they'll tell you that that is exactly 


why a miliion-and-a-half children 
died in the Holocaust, because God 
thought they were superfluous." 

Of homosexuality, the artist 
declared that “any sex act that 
doesn't result in childbearing dis¬ 
gusts me." (Lifschitz has been mar¬ 
ried four times and has seven chil¬ 
dren.) 

The backlash was quick and 
fierce. 

Advocacy groups for the handi¬ 
capped, gays, and the elderly 
demonstrated at the Supreme 
Court Building in Jerusalem, 
where an exhibition of Lifischitz's 
work had just concluded, demand¬ 
ing that, his remaining works be 
removed. 

He was publicly condemned in a 
statement released by the Supreme 
Court justices, and Education 
Minister Yitzhak Levy called his 
remarks “anti-human, racist, and 
Nazi" and said he should be 
brought to trial for them. 

A police complaint was lodged 
against him by Maozia Segal, a dis¬ 
abled war veteran who is running 
for Tel Aviv City Council on the 
Meretz list 

As in Ariel's case, Lifschitz’s 
views were deemed inseparable 
from his art. Individuals offended 
by his remarks vowed to destroy 
works by him that they owned, and 
there were calls for his paintings in 
the offices of various organizations 
to be taken down. 

Lifschitz published an apology 
earlier this week in which he said 
that the article “saddened and 
pained him a great deal” and added 
that he “did not mean to hurt any 
individual or group" and “truly 
apologized." But it did little to calm 
the firestorm.

on nurturing the handicapped

DR. Zali Gurevitch, an anthropolo¬ 
gy lecturer at the Hebrew 
University who studies the sociolo¬ 
gy of art, says that while members 
of Israel’s creative community 
often comment on political issues, 
be cannot recall anything ‘"on as 
blunt and crude a level" as 
Lifschitz’s comments. 

“The things he said were terribly 
crude, unintelligent and totally 
offensive, and their impact was 
heightened because they were pub¬ 
lished while his work was being 
shown at the Supreme Court, and 
not at some avant-garde gallery in 


Tel Aviv." 

There was a huge dissonance 
there, Gurevitch noted. Lifschitz’s 
remarks were utterly at odds with 
the spirit the Supreme Court is sup¬ 
posed to represent ’That can’t be 
ignored,” the anthropologist saicL 

“And certainly, these kinds of 
views influence the way a person's 
art is perceived - you can’t com¬ 
pletely separate the two. 

“Look at the music of Wagner, 
the philosophy of Heidegger, or the 
literature of Ezra Pound; there have 
always been problems when it 
comes to separating politics, ethics 
and creativity.” 

Earlier this year, another visual 
artist paid a price for his views. 


In January. Yad Vashem withdrew 
its annual Zussman Prize - given 
each year to an Israeli artist who 
dedicates work to the Holocaust - 
from artist and sculptor YigaJ 
Tumarkin. 

It did this in response to protests 
over disparaging remarks about 
baretfim Tumarkin had reportedly 
made over the last 10 years, 
including “When I see them, you 
understand why there was a 
Holocaust, and why people don’t 
like them,” and “When I see the 
haredim, I understand the Nazis.” 

Amid the furor, Tumarkin denied 
the quotes attributed to him. 

But he then dug himself into a 
deeper hole, explaining that what 


The evils of banality

A rtists and writers who consid¬ 
er themselves public figures 
and think they have some¬ 
thing to say can never, it seems, 
resist an opportunity to get their 
name up in lights. 

painter Uri Lifschitz, a tough char¬ 
acter of pronounced views, consid¬ 
ers himself a thinker, but last 
Friday’s Ha’oretz interview revealed 
him as something of a mental 
midgeL The stunning banality of his 
opinions, simplistic at best, evil at 
worst is reflected in the banal nature 
of his narrative, descriptive paint¬ 
ings, in which literal, illustrative 
images derived from photographs 
are disguised with a lot of over¬ 
wrought gestural brushstrokes, lend¬ 
ing a bravura to his surfaces long 
perceived by critics and curators as 
mere manneristic formula. 

Lifschitz rarely has anything really- 
new to say about composition, tex¬ 
ture. or color, instead, he changes his 
subject matter or the medium itself, 
lately working with montaged com¬ 
puter images. . 

The virtuosity early demonstrated 
by Lifschitz was once regarded as 
promising- Today, despite being 
increasingly ignored by the art estab¬ 
lishment, he is a remarkable com¬ 
mercial success. 

At 61, he has seven children, two 
homes and the biggest studio of any 
artist. He and his fourth wife have

Art without narrative subject matter 
is masturbatory. 

Lifschitz is a workaholic with a 
KUche tend Kinder attitude to his 
wife. He finds her admirable because 
she does not disturb his involvement 
with himself and his prodigious out¬ 
put As an artist (and as an unpub¬ 
lished philosopher), be is convinced 
that whatever he is doing at the 
moment is absolutely right 

For decades now Lifschitz has 
been working on series after series, 
each devoted to a single subject 
macho in both style and content 
of tile first dealt with boxers, 
aiiOuier with bikers. One of the lat¬ 
est consists of a series of portraits of 
Margalk Har-Shefi, and a soon-to- 
be-exhibited series deals with ritual

cirqumcision. 

/The wild gestures notwithstand¬ 
ing, pictures by Lifschitz, like his 
views, are (brutally straightforward. With 
Lifshitz, what you see is exactly what you get. 
Perhaps that is why he sells so well. 


IN all three cases - Tumarkin, 
Ariel, and Lifschitz - Gurevitch 
perceives a generational elemenL 

In previous decades there was 
value attached to “an artists’ 
macho, condescending, posturing, 
being anti-politically correct, 
standing up and - excuse the 
expression - shitting on the norms 
and saying ‘don’t teU me what to 
think.’ 

“It gave them an image of free¬ 
dom. There is something photo¬ 
genic and attractive about a posture 
like; 'I can leave my wife and kids 
and do what X want. I’m subject to 
no moral code; I'm a free man [as 
Lifschitz said in his original inter¬ 
view].’ At one time there was some¬ 
thing appealing in that sort of thing. 
As they say, there’s a thin line 
between bohemian and behemoth.” 

But this more European macho 
posturing is out of step with the 
Israeli secular Left - a population 
which is getting increasingly in 
tune with the US trend of “political 
correctness.” 

“There is no doubt that political 
correctness has begun to creep into 
Israeli society on certain subjects, 
though it has not yet penetrated to 
the extent that it is found in the 
US,” says Dr. Sam Lehman-Wilzig, 
coordinator of the mass communi¬ 
cations program in the department 
of political studies at Bar-Dan 
University. 

To the extent that it does exist, he 
says, it pops up in Israel on issues 
involving those who are expected 
to relate to them in a politically cor¬ 
rect way. 

‘raredim are not expected to 
apJiUk Jl a politically correct fash¬ 
ion. Their mentality is not consid¬ 
ered Western, so nobody expects 
them to take the sensitivities of oth¬ 
ers iiiio account But artists and 
intellectuals, who supposedly five

Lehman-Wilzig notes, there is a 
difference between Israel and 
America over where the line is 
drawn. 

“In America, anything can be 
politically incorrect - but in Israel 
statements have to be extremely 
crude for the issue of political cor¬ 
rectness to be raised. Israeli society 
is much rougher around the edges. 

“Lifschitz’s comments, of 
course, were crude by any stan¬ 
dards. It is one thing to say you 
believe that homosexuals should 
not be allowed to marry, for exam¬ 
ple. It is another to call them 
‘superfluous’ and suggest that they 
be destroyed. This is over the limit 
and will be condemned even by the 
religious Right” 


he had said was, ‘Tf anti Semites 
saw these haredim, who took the 
form of the Jew from The Protocols 
of the Elders of Zion, and extended 
it to all the Jews, it made it much 
easier for them to justify the 
Holocaust Because this type of 
Jew unfortunately creates anti¬ 
semitism. whether they like it or 
not” 

Tumarkin added, “We have to kill 
God as soon as possible. Today it’s 
our biggest enemy. We have people 
who say, ‘with God’s help, with 
God’s help....’ It’s happening more 
and more here; all the Jewish nuts 
of the world come here.” 


BUT according to Menahem 
Shizaf, chairman of the Association 
of Homosexuals, Lesbians and 
Bisexuals in Israel, the varying 
depth of reaction to the statements 
by Ariel and Lifschitz shows that 
attacking homosexuals is still con¬ 
sidered relatively acceptable. 

It was Lifschitz’s inclusion of the 
elderly, the handicapped, and autis¬ 
tic children that was considered 
politically incorrect - not his 
remarks about homosexuals. Shizaf 
says. 

“When we demonstrated against 
Meir Ariel, we were criticized on 
several fronts for limiting his free¬ 
dom of speech, his artistic free¬ 
dom; [people said] we were not 
behaving Uke liberal and enlight¬ 
ened people. 

“Then suddenly an Uri 
Lifschitz comes along, saying 
things about the handicapped and 
the autistic, and the outcry is 
louder and more mainstream - 
which shows that the homosexual 
community is still considered a 
more acceptable target than these 
other groups.” 

Shizaf admitted to “a definite 
feeling of disappointment when 
hostility toward us comes from 
people like Meir Ariel and Uri 
Lifschitz, who are supposedly part 
of the same sector of society as us.” 

To a large extent, he feels, their 
views represent a backlash 
against the newly confident and 


public profile of the homosexual 
community in Israel and exam¬ 
ples of successful gays in the cul¬ 
tural realm. 

Shizaf notes that, also recently, 
journalist Yirmi Amir charged that 
mediocre talents in the world of art 
and literature were achieving unde¬ 
served success merely because they 
were members of a Tel Aviv homo¬ 
sexual clique. 

“These people were happier 
when homosexuals were in the 
closet, depressed and isolated. 
They can’t face the facts, that 
[homosexuals] are getting more 
and more equality and receiving 
recognition in artistic and intellec¬ 
tual circles. Instead of taking 
responsibility for their own person¬ 
al and professional frustrations, 
they Marne us.” 

Shizaf is optimistic, however, 
that Gurevitch’s view is correct, 
that younger artists would never 
make such remarks. 

A former journalist. Shizaf gives 
the media a share of the blame for 
these recent controversies, because 
they “offered these people a stage 
and an outlet., listen, it has been 
clear for a while that Uri Lifschitz 
isn’t that mentally stable. To me. 
this interview makes it very clear. 
he is a very, very sick guy indeed." 


IN THE end, it seems that the 
artists will pay a price for their out¬ 
spokenness. 

In the case of Ariel, it is taking 
the form of lost income from his 
popular live performances, at 
least for now. As for Lifschitz, 
those knowledgeable about the 
art market say that the primary 
purchasers and collectors of his 
art may not be as quick to snap 
up his work following the contro¬ 
versy. 

Shaya Yariv, proprietor of the 
prestigious Gordon Gallery in Tel 
Aviv predicts that “this incident 
will affect the pricing of Ufsclutz’s 
art 

“Should it? I really can’t say. But, 
from experience, I know that when 
art buyers feel antagonistic toward 
an artist, it afreets their willingness 
to buy paintings and invest in that 
artist's reputation.”

I n the first century, the strate¬ 
gic mountain-top location of 
King Herod’s Masada fortress 
helped the Jews ward off Roman 
legions for three years. 

Now, nearly 2000 years later, 
that perch 300 meters above the 
desert floor is making the strong¬ 
hold vulnerable. 

The once-luxurious quarters of 
the royal household, the northern 
palace which overlooks the Dead 
Sea and the hills of present-day 
Jordan, is crumbling. Wind, sand, 
water and salt have eaten away at 
the soft limestone masonry in the 
Negev Judean Desert, where 960 
Jewish zealots committed suicide 
rather than surrender to the 
Romans in 73 C.E. 

Fearing that an earthquake or 
heavy rains could destroy one of 
Israel's best-known archeological 
sites, a team of conservationists is 
now -combating the destructive 
force of the elements with emer¬ 
gency repairs on the palace. 

“We're working against time 
now," John Ashurst, the British 
conservation architect leading the 
team, said in an interview. “It's a 
kind of war of attrition. In the end, 
it only takes one small event."

Slabs of stoifeHook. ready to 
slide off the cliff’s eastern side 
and the western side is already 
crumbling. The once-imposing 


outer walls resemble honey¬ 
combs in spots, their weakness 
apparent in the grapefruit-sized 
cavities in the stones. 


The British ream was brought 
in a week ago as part of emer¬ 
gency efforts to repair decorative 
stucco columns battered by 


strong winds and frescoes that 
are in danger of flaking off. One 
comer of Herod’s bathhouse has 
already slid off an eroding 
precipice. 

Colin Burns, a member of the 
British team, chiseled a stone and 
fit it into an arch above the cold 
plunge room of the bathhouse. 
Saving the arch is essential in 
order to keep the surrounding 
cliff walls from sliding down and 
pulling the room down with them. 

When the British team departs 
Saturday, Israeli conservationists 
will continue repairs. 

“It’s one of the most daring 
conservation projects we’ve 
started in Tsraei.” said Asi 
Shalom, a conservation archaeol¬ 
ogist. TEvery hour is important 
for us now ” 

Work has been virtually non¬ 
stop at the site. One conserva¬ 
tionist performed delicate work 
Wednesday on frescoes with geo¬ 
metric and floral patterns. 
Another filled in hollowed stones 
with slabs of similar material. 
Others worked from scaffolds 
surrounding a 15-meter wall. 

“The whole story of Masada is 
about sliding. We’re trying to 
gather it up and hold it up again," 
Ashurst said. (AP)

Explaining his switch. Rafael 
said: “In 1993 Shas was still in 
its infancy. But since then 
they've become very active.

after joining the team in June. 

Hideki Irabu, who didn't even 
pitch in the postseason, was 13-9;

EuroLeague win

It took longer than expected, but 
Maccabi Tel Aviv finally picked 
up its first EuroLeague victory this 
season, by turning back Cibona 
Zagreb, 76-57, in Yad Eliahu last 
nighL 

The victory was not nearly as 
decisive as the score indicates. 
Over three quarters through the 
game, Maccabi held a tenuous 48- 
43 lead, and was struggling 
against arguably the worst team in 
the EuroLeague. 

At feat point though, Guy 
Goodes and Victor Alexander 
combined for a nifty pick-and-roll 
to spark a 28-point offensive out¬ 
burst over the last seven minutes 
to close out the contest 

Oded Katash - who joined 
Maccabi earlier this week because 
of the prolonged NBA lockout - 
led Maccabi with 20 points. Victor 
Alexander tallied IS (on 9-of-13 
shooting) and Doron Sheffer 
chipped in 16. 

TTk Croatian champions were 
able to keep the game close fra the 
first 33 minutes, thanks to out¬ 
standing three-point shooting. 
While Maccabi straggled at 3-fbr- 
13 from behind the arc, Cibona 
burned the nets for 8-of-19. 
Gordan Gtricek - who paced 
Gbona with 17 points - led the 


onslaught with 4-for-5 shooting 
from three-point land. 

But the Croatian's outstanding 
long-range marksmanship could 
not offset other handicaps: The 
Israelis outrebounded Cibona by a 
31-18 margin, while outshooting 
them 56%~40?&. 

Notwithstanding the important 
victory, Maccabi still has many 
glaring weaknesses which were all 
too evident despite fee triumph: 
Yoram Harush’s club was unable 
to muster anything resembling an 
efficient half-court offense. When 
it wasn 'r streaking for one of its J8 
fast-break points. Maccabi had 
great difficulty converting field 
goals. In addition, Maccabi's 
defensive rotations were extreme¬ 
ly slow, enabling Cibona - which 
is averaging a EuroLeague low 60 
points per game - too many open 
shots. 

Maccabi now embarks on a crit¬ 
ical three-game road stretch in 
EuroLeague play, where anything 
less than two wins will hinder 
their prospects of advancing. Last 
night's win was a start in fee right 
direction. But continued improve¬ 
ment is essentia] if Maccabi hopes 
to reach fee next stage. 

In other Group B action last 
night, it was Manresa 74, Crvena 
Zvezda 59; and Panafelnaikos 77, 
Efes Pilsen Istanbul 63.

‘Straw’ to aid 

cancer research 

NEW YORK t AP) - Darryl 
Strawberry took a turn at bat 
for the American Cancer Society 
in his first public appearance 
since being released from the 
hospital after undergoing 
surgery for colon cancer. 

Hie 36-year-old Yankee slug¬ 
ger was released from a hospital 
last Friday and had remained at 
home before he turned up 
Wednesday at a midtown sport¬ 
ing goods store, which is selling 
$3.99 “Darryl Strawberry tow¬ 
els,” with $1 from each going to 
cancer research. 

“Darryl Strawberry has 
stepped up to the plate so many 
times over the years in critical 
situations, and today he steps up 
to the plate on behalf of the 
American Cancer Society and 
its efforts to get people to learn 
about colon cancer, to learn 
about ways of early detection," 
said Ralph Destino, chairman of 
the New York City chapter. 

On Oct 3, doctors removed a 
tumor and a 16-inch section or 
Strawberry’s large intestine. 
They said he must undergo 
chemotherapy after he returns 
next week to California. 

Strawberry said he had con¬ 
tinued to play baseball for two 
months despite not feeling well, 
thinking that “if it's not an 
injury X can see or feel. I'm not 
going to do anything about it." 

He credited his wife, Charisse, 
with insisting that be get the 
checkup that revealed the can¬ 
cer. The lanky slugger visibly 
lost weight on the hospital’s liq¬ 
uid diet. 

“The boss (Yankee owner 
George Steinbrenner) called me 
yesterday to tell me to get ready 
for the parade,** said 
Strawberry, referring to the 
ticker-tape parade that was ten¬ 
tatively scheduled for today. 


SAN DIEGO (AP) -There sim¬ 
ply was no other way for it to end. 

A World Series sweep was clear¬ 
ly the fitting finish for a New York 
Yankees team that utterly domi¬ 
nated the season. 

Victory No. 125 was surely the 
one they'll savor the longest. 

Even owner George 
Steinbrenner wept with joy. And- 
Mayor Rudy Giuliani promised a 
parade today. 

Andy Pettitte, MVP Scon 
Brosius and the Yankees made a 
case for being the best team in 
baseball history, beating the San 
Diego Padres 3-0 Wednesday 
night for a record 24th champi¬ 
onship. 

“This is truly, you can say it 
now, one of the greatest teams in 
baseball," a champagne-soaked 
Steinbrenner said. 

“We really- worked for his," he 
said, too overcome to go cm. 

It was New York’s second title in 
three years and its first sweep 
since 1950. The Game 4 victory 
gave the Yankees an overall 125- 
50 record and a win total that 
ranks right up there with all the 
other big numbers put up in the 
majors this year. Their 1L4 regular- 
season victories were die most 
ever for a champion. 

And it was a tribute to a team 
vastly different from all those 
other pinstriped winners. Without 
a Ruth, DiMaggio or Mantle 
among teem - no certain Hall of 
Famers and no one even elected to 
start in the All-Star game this sea¬ 
son - these Yankees posted a .714 
winning percentage, the best in the 
majors since their Murderers’ Row 
club of 1927.

“I don't know that after three 
losses you can worry about pres- 
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sure,” manager Joe Torre said that 
afternoon after a 7-3 loss at 
Oakland. “We’re still not swing¬ 
ing foe bats. We just couldn’t get 
anything going. We will. It’s just a 
matter of time.” 

One of foe greatest seasons ever 
was about to start, and the 
Yankees didn’t even know iL 

They got their first win foe next 
day. 9-7 against foe Athletics 
behind Chuck Knoblauch's go- 
ahead sacrifice fly. They lost 8-0 
foe next day at Seattle, and then 
foe magic began. 

An eight-game winning streak - 
which included a win over 
Anaheim at Shea Stadium after
